Avyone who ever cared to express 
himself on the subject is of the opinion 
that the birth of Jesus Christ was her- 
alded by a conjunction of Mars, Jupiter 
and Saturn in Pisces a year or two be- 
fore his birth. 

It is the custom of the Hayden Planet- 
arium in New York to put on a show 
during December which brings once more 
before the eyes of its audiences the mem- 
orable conjunction of the year 6 B.C. 
Whoever has an opportunity to visit the 
planetarium in the month of December 
should by all means see the show. The 
dome of the auditorium is darkened, the 
audience “feels” the cool of evening de- 
scend and then the stars come out in all 
their glory. After some opening remarks 
the projector is turned back in time to 
the

in the fall of 7 B.C. The attention of 
the audience is then called to the con- 
junction of Jupiter and Saturn. The two 
remain in rather close conjunction for 
months afterward as the projector is 
turned ahead slowly in time and now up 
comes the red planet Mars racing to meet 
them! He joins them and the three form 
a neat and spectacular triangle! The pro- 
jector is stopped and the audience be- 
holds the Star of Bethlehem!! 

The same story is told in cold figures 
by the longitudes of the three planets in 
7 and 6 B.C.: (see Table below. ) 

To form an upright triangle, such as is 
projected at the planetarium, two of the 
three planets must have nearly the same 
longitude. Obviously these mustybe Mars 
and Saturn who were conjoined in long-

At what hour?—and this 
is important—because the conjunction of 
the three bodies could only have been seen 
after sunset; in the morning they were 
obscured in the sun’s rays. Moreover they 
could only have been seen within two 
hours after sunset, in the longitude of 
Jerusalem. Sunset was at 5:49 P.M., local 
time and a horoscope for 6:00 P.M., true 
jocal time gives us the picture well 
enough. Here it is. It is well worthy of 
study.

A most remarkable configuration! This 
is what the magi saw and why they 
marvelled! 

The woman (moon) clothed with the 
(twilight) sun—who would bring forth 
a man-child destined to rule all nations 
(three “superior” planets conjoined ) zwtth 
a rod of iron (Mars on the ecliptic). 

It is no wonder that the three wisemen 
(or magi) thought of packing their bags 
and starting out to find the child who 
was to be the future King. It is the tradi- 
tion that they journeyed for over two 
years before coming before Herod as is 
related in the second chapter of St. 
Matthew’s gospel. 

The vision of the magi has been me- 
morialized by many artists whose works 
can be found in art galleries and in the 
ritualistic churches: High Anglican, 
Roman Catholic and Greek Orthodox, 
where the celestial virgin is shown glori- 
fied by the sun, a halo of light or glory 


% The drawing, for all its exactness, givés one a 
rather poor idea of the brilliance of the spectacle. 
Because the longitudes are so close to O Aries it 
makes little difference whether we use R.A. and dec- 
lination or the above. Because we see better in 
declination, the effect of the latter in this instance is 
to bring Mars level with Saturn. 
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( Jupiter) over her head whilst she stands 
or treads on the earth (whose Ray is the 
same as’Saturn’s) and the serpent ( Mars) 
beneath her feet. This concept is of Jew- 
ish origin and great antiquity. At first 
sight it appears to be highly idealistic and, 
I might add, innocuous but the last 
thought does not stand inspection. 

The Star of Bethlehem has provoked 
more hostility than any other symbol | 
know of from those who exercise power 
arbitrarily in high places. It provokes 
Herods to slaughter innocents . . . that 
was yesterday ; today we cannot associate 
with the Soviet Union in the League of 
Nations if official mention is made of the 
Prince of Peace. 

Most of us think of the Star of Beth- 
lehem as a religious symbol and it is well 
that this is so, but actually it is not a 
religious symbol but a symbol of Divine 
Power. The first and the last phases of 
any venture must necessarily be of the 
first Ray or Power. The first phase of the 
coming of Christ was the Star of Beth- 
lehem; the last act in the life of Jesus 
Christ was the crucifixion. Both were 
challenges to those in arbitrary exercise 
of power. Both resulted in bloodshed. 


Symbol of Power 


Inasmuch as the Star of Bethlehem is 
a symbol of power let us examine it in 
detail. Power does not reside in any of 
the three planets, Jupiter, Saturn or Mars, 
but only in the union of all three. It is 
the union which produces the Star whose 
direction incidentally is the opposite of 
the earthly, i.e., in the east inasmuch as 
the three planets are in the west. 

The three wisemen or Magi correspond 
to the three planets. We are indebted to 
the venerable Bede of Saxon England for 
the names of these wisemen. *Bede called 
them the three kings, which in a way was 
correct because they were wielders of 
power although not in the manner of the 
ruffan kings of the past. Their names 
appear as Balthasar, Kaspar and Mel- 
chior; but here is the pay-off, as we say 
today, for Balthasar was an Ethiopian, 
a black man. If you do not believe this, 
observe when you pass by a church at 
Christmastime’ which has a “crib” or 
display of the Nativity. One of the magi, 
you will see, is an Ethiopian. 

The three magi were the regents of 

WA royal oblation of gold, frankincense and myrrh 
is made annually by the queen in the Chapel Royal 


in London on the feast of the Epiphany: a custom 
which is earlier than the reign of Edward 1. 


the three continents: Balthasar, the Ethi- 
opian, was the regent for Africa, the 
Saturn continent, and to the babe he 
brought myrrh, a gum-resin used as an 
incense and in healing. Myrrh is the 
product of a species of balsam native to 
Africa. 

Melchior, the tall, white-bearded Hin- 
du, was the regent for Asia, the Jupiter 
contingent and to the babe he brought 
frankincense, another gum-resin used as 
an incense and in pharmacy, of West 
Asiatic origin. 

Kaspar, the “young, beardless and 
ruddy” Caucasian, was the regent for 
Europe, the Mars continent. Unlike the 
other two planets, Mars is not sacred, so 
Kaspar could offer no incense. He of- 
fered gold, which all Europeans desire.® 

It may be of interest at this point to 
point out that the continents of today 
do not correspond exactly with their 
planetary equivalents. In particular Asia 
and Africa are very firmly welded. As 
every geologist knows, India and Arabia 
are parts of the ancient African Gond- 
wanaland detached from: Africa and now 
parts of Asia. In its turn Africa is not 
all Saturnian. The Sahara and all of 
northwest Africa above it are parts of 
the former Neptunian continent which 
Suess in his classic text, The Face of the 
Earth, calls Atlantis, Again, Europe is 
not ali Mars. Norway, the British Isles, 
Brittany in France and all of Spain and 
Portugal are remnants of the former 
Atlantis to which designation should be 
added all of North America east of the 
Rockies but not including Florida and 
the West Indies. The latter plus the West 
of both North and South America are 
Uranian. 

Much depends on the fate of Europe, 
the Mars continent. Mars is the non- 
sacred planet of the 6th Ray; Neptune 
the sacred planet of the same Ray. The 
evolution of man calls for the transforma- 
tion of Mars into Neptune and in my 
article, The True Date of the Crucifixion, 
in the April issue of American Astrology, 
I invited attention to the fact that the 
crucifixion brought about the substitution 
of Neptune for Mars among the threc 
planets mentioned in this article: In mod- 
ern history, something similar is working 
out in the very active exchange between 


Europe and North America. 

_peAccording to an old Persian legend, the gold sig- 
nified the kingship, the frankincense the divinity and 
the eyrrth the healing powers of the child. See H. Yuk, 
The Book of Ser Marco Polo, (1871) Vol. 1, pp. 73-78. 
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Colonized by Europeans, North Amer- 
ica has engaged in two world wars which 
began in Europe. When the first of the 
world wars was concluded, American 
(Neptunian) idealism introduced a new 
note into international affairs. All nations 
would foregather and over the council 
table compose their differences, Idealism 
won this much of a victory; if chose 
Geneva to be the home of the Leagud of 
Nations. 


Ideal Plan 


For every continent there is an ideal 
plan. It cannot be said that men are left 
without help from heaven in the composi- 
tion of their affairs. As for Europe, it 
has an ideal and has had it for over seven 
centuries—exemplified by little Switzer- 
land where French, German and Italian 
have lived in harmony under one roof. 
Not even Catholic and Protestant faiths 
could divide them. But often it happens 
that men and nations are not interested 
in the guidance from above but would go 
their own way in division, bitterness and 
misery. This is particularly true of the 
imperfect continent. 


I said that idealism had one victory— 
it chose Geneva. But Geneva should be 
the capital of Europe. The world could 
not be ruled from there. The effort was 
a failure ; even idealistic America did not 
enter the now-empty halls of the League 
of Nations, 

Idealism is attempting a second victory 
and we observe today an American gen- 
eral demanding that French, German and 
Italian defenders of Western Europe 
serve under “one flag, one uniform.” All 
luck to General Eisenhower but shades 
of Geneva! You would never believe that 
the example of Switzerland ever existed! 

It is characteristic of men who have 
lately been receptive of idealism that they 
catch part of a heaven-sent plan and miss 
the rest. With the temporary conclusion 
of a second world war a successor to the 
League of Nations has been set up. Nat- 
urally enough a home is chosen for it 
where the balance of power lies. Such 
choice is arbitrary if all nations are ex- 
pected to join in equally and no provision 
is made to set up and maintain equality. 
To be specific: New York is chosen to be 
the_home. of the United Nations. The

reason for treason 


choice of New York shows excellent in- 
tuition but—New York is the true hemi- 
spherical capital of both the Americas 


‘ (and we shall see it so before so very 


long) —BUT IT HAS NO RULE 
OVER THE REST OF THE WORLD. 
If rule over the rest of the world, save 
Western Europe, is attempted the results 
will be disappointing. Hence the futility 
of Korea and the spectacle of nearly all 
of Asia turned against the so-called 
United Nations. 

The trouble is that we try to initiate 
world councils only after universal con- 
flicts and at times when it is more im- 
portant to punish aggressors than to see 
that the peoples and nations of the world 
are well represented, 

The lesson that the three wisemen 
bring to us is, first, that each continent 
must harmonize its own affairs. With un- 
important exceptions ruled out each con- 
tinent must be a harmonious unit. Then 
will come the time when continents can 
join hands to make a harmonious whole 
that will be world-wide—and the univer- 
sal capital will be in the midst between 
Africa, Asia and a transformed Europe 
which must sometime be united, or re- 
united, physically, with eastern North 
America. 


We have long had the idea of a univer- 
sal congress of natiohs and we rush in 
and call the job done by setting up a 
structure and inviting all nations to come 
in. It’s like legislating temperance by 
prohibition. It will not work until the 
horse is in front of the cart. 


What we need most is continental or 
perhaps hemispherical government. Some- 
thing in the way of inviting attention to 
this has been done by private individuals 
whose findings have been presented to 
various persons of influence. The Duke 
of Windsor knows of this, so do others, 
and I know that President Truman has 
had on his desk a plan of hemispherical 
government. However this means little. 
Our governmental representatives from 
the lowliest congressman up have all sorts 
of well-meaning information placed in 
their mail. Most of this they have no 
opportunity to assimilate currently and so, 
hemispherical government is but an in- 
tellectual achievement.

As my reference to the horoscope of 
Mary Queen of Scots has aroused special 
interest in the question of the influence 
of Neptune in the marriage house, I 
should perhaps add that in her case the 
aspects were so appalling (opposition 
Jupiter, square Moon and Mercury) that 
it was small wonder that all three of the 
traditional handicaps to marriage were 
bound to work out.

Under the heading “PREVIEW” of 
the September issue you ask the $64.00 
question, WHEN WILL IT BEGIN? 
Then you again ask the jackpot question, 
WHEN WILL IT END? Like thou- 
sands of others I have been attempting 
similar answers. We agree as to the 
month but as to the year we are a year 
apart. 

The “seven times” of Daniel 4 has 
ever been calculated as being seven times 
the degrees of a circle (360 degrees), 
which gives us 2520, expressed in years, 
The beginning of this period of time is 
recognized as having begun in 606 B.C., 
the fall of Jerusalem. 606 taken from 
2520 gives us 1914. Well, the world re- 
members what began in August of that 
year—W orld War I. 

But Nebuchadnezzar, on whose dream 
this prophecy is based, illustrated what 
these seven times would be. He lived 
seven years as a beast. Now a year is a 
period of 36514 days, Seven times this 
is 255634. When we subtract 606 from 
this we have 195034. The 34 year takes 
us to October of 1951, which, as this is 
being written, is but seven days off. In 
the first half of October you will have 
the answer to the $64.00 question. 

“WHEN WILL IT END?” It will 
end in the year 1955, early in the year, 
about 42 months after its beginning, This 
will probably be the end of wars between 
geographical nations, but following this 
there will be wars between denorfi- 


nations, whose boundaries are psychologi- 
cal instead of physical, and so far as 


suffering is concerned, the war between 
nations will be like a celebration in com- 
parison. 

During these times (the next fifty 
years) more enlightenment will come unto 
the minds of men than at any time 
in all the times of the past since the flood. 
This will be used in both negative, de- 
structive ways and in positive, construc- 
tive manners. The True Knowledge of 
God, which existed with all men in the 
beginning, will again be made known 
unto all who choose to know. This will 
come at intervals, between these times 
the denomi-national wars will be in force. 

In the cycle of 7000 years, the recog- 
nized duration of this civilization, there 
comes a balance in time every 35th cen- 
tury, a similar series of occurrences. The 
35th century after the completion of the 
pyramid came Mohammed, whose fol- 
lowers opened it. The 35th century after 
Abraham, who discovered a New Con- 
ception, to Columbus, who discovered a 
New Continent, The 35th century from 
Israel, out of whom came Thirteen 
Tribes, to American Independence, Thir- 
teen Colonies.

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“WHO AM 1?"

I am interested in learning some- 
thing of one of the contributors to 
your July issue, | am quite unversed 
in and ignorant of Astrology and 
astrologers, but I noticed when read- 
ing your magazine an article written 
by Isabelle M. Pagan, entitled ‘\Hour 
of Destiny.” It is the writer’s name 
that interests me. Pagan is a most 
unusual name in this country, and 
other than in my mother’s family | 
have never heard of it or seen it in 
writing. In England there are some 
called Pagan whose antecedents were 
authentically gypsy. Strangely, my 
mother's name is also Isabelle, and 
I am curious to know if the writer's 
name is her own, or a pen-name. 
Also if she knows of any Canadian 
or Scottish connections. My late 
grandfather, William Pagan Andi- 
son, derived his middle name from 
his mother whose surname it was, 
and about whom our family has al- 
ways had but the flimsiest knowl- 
edge. We understand that the An- 
dison great-grandfather married her 
in Scotland (from whence he came) 
but what jewels and trinkets she 
owned and bequeathed have anything 
but a Scottish suggestion about them 
—nor does the workmanship appear 
to be European. 

My grandfather Andison had a 
sister Isabelle Pagan Andison for 
whom my mother was named. I had 
done some little writing quite un- 
deserving of notice, but I mention 
this since in writing I have used my 
great-grandmother's name Camilla 
Pagan. 

I have included such boring detail 
in case you have not any information 
concerning your contributor’s name 
and might consider forwarding her 
my inquiries. I should be grateful 
to you.

The name Pagan, which is my own 
family name, is not at all common in 
Britain, but fairly well known in France 
and Switzerland; and quite common in 
Italy, 


where it takes many forms— 





Pagani, Pagano, and Paganini, etc.; and 
also we met one there called Pagan de 
Paganis, who “did not bother to use the 


‘de Paganis’.” It was printed in full, in 
that way, in a handsome book on archi- 
tecture. which I saw in a bookshop in 
Italy. 

Our own forebears—and_ probably 
yours — came to Scotland as Huguenot 
refugees at least 350 years ago, and our 
branch has remained there on the whole, 
though some emigrated to Australia, and 
three sons of a cousin went to America 
years ago, married American wives, and 
have sons of their own: so the name is 
likely to spread in Texas there. I waited 
to answer you till | had communicated 
with a Pagan here, and a descendant of a 
Scottish Pagan, who lives in London. 
Neither of them ever heard of a Camilla 
Pagan or of the Andison who married 
her. There is an English branch (also 
Huguenot refugee in origin); but we 
are not related to any of the above men- 
tioned and there has never been a Camilla 
who married an Andison in our branch 
either; and we are pretty good at keep- 
ing track of the majority of our innum- 
erable cousins, There are no Isabelles or 
Isabellas in our branch; only myself, and 
I got my name from Mother’s side of the 
house. The Edinburgh Pagan I wrote to 
says they have lots of Isabellas. The best 
known of that name was the “eccentric 
spinster” Isabelle Pagan, who wrote and 
composed one of our well-known Scottish 
songs : 

“Ca the yowes tae the knowes.”’ 
The song is generally now sung with 
words slightly altered by Robert Burns. 
She preceded him. Not a very reputable 
person!! She kept some sort of an ale- 
house, and sold whisky without a license. 
Her singing attracted customers; and 
she was generally called ‘“Libbie”—like 
many other Scottish Isabelles. She lived 
in Ayrshire. Our people came from Dum- 
fries, and there are a good many Pagans 
there, and in the adjoining county of 
Kirkcudbright. You do not say what 
county your great-grandfather came from. 
If you knew his place of birth, or where 
and when he married, you could probably 
get a copy of his marriage certificate by 
writing to the Register House in Edin- 
burgh and enclosing the fee (3 shillings 
and a penny) and adding postage. But 
unless you give exact name, place and 
date, the fee is more. I think it depends 
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on how much hunting they have to do. 
It is always at least a guinea. And the 
resultant information would be little help 
to you. Just their parents’ names.

P.S. I am interested that you should have 
chosen “Camilla Pagan’ as a pen 
name. It is certainly distinctive— 
with an Italian ring. There has 
never been any tradition of gypsy 
blood among Pagans here. The type 
is fair skinned (eyes blue or grey) 
and broad shouldered, both here 
and in Italy. 


This is reminiscent of a curious in- 
cident which occurred in the late 30’s 
when this Editor had on his desk 
simultaneously three letters from read- 
ers in various parts of the United 
States all claiming personal acquaint- 
ance with a person named Paul G. 
Clancy, who, furthermore, appeared 
in each case to bear a.striking resem- 
blance to yours truly, as revealed by a 
photograph published at that time in 
American Astrology Magazine. The 
one discrepancy was in the matter of 
time and place. 

In one case the writer said that he 
had attended public school with me 
in Grand Rapids, Michigan. Actually, 
although my brother Arthur (nine 
years my senior) was born there, I 
have never been in Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, in my life.

Mercury in the Signs 


Mercury is the smallest of the 
planets, and beginners are apt to dismiss 
him as of little importance. 

They hear that he takes his colour 
from the sign that he occupies, and 
therefore conclude that he has not much 
personality of his own. This is entirely 
wrong. He is one of the most important 
of the planets to be considered, when 
judging a map; as the sign he is in 
shows the type of the native’s mind, 
whilst the aspects show its strength or 
weakness. 

Now you realize that if you under- 
stand the mind of a person, his outlook 
on life, his point of view, you have gone 
a long way towards understanding him. 

So when doing a map, it is well to look 
to Mercury first. Having ascertained the 
mind of the native, and his outlook on 
life, we can then proceed to the other 
parts of his character. We shall be able 
to delineate them more confidently and 
with’ greater understanding when we 
know the type of mind we are dealing 
with, as the native’s mentality will modify 
all the rest of the map. 

So let us consider Mercury first of all 
in the different signs, and get to know 
the various types of mind. 


Mercury in the Signs 
The ARIES mind is sharp, clear and 


decisive. It partakes of the nature of 
Mars and Mercury, and has the power 
to plan and lay schemes. He is a splendid 
organizer, and because his projects are 
all mapped out beforehand, they run 
smoothly, and are carried out in a mini- 
mum of time. 

There is nothing that Aries likes so 
much as to take over something that is

badly run and in complete disorder, and 
make a success of it. But when he has 
everything running perfectly and doing 
well, he loses interest in it, and begins to 
look around for something else. He has 
no pleasure in doing things that are easy; 
he likes to pit his brain against difficul+ 
ties and obstructions, and gets a great 
kick out of overcoming them. 

A calm life is not for him—he would 
call it dull. He can be depended upon to 
get things done, and you can leave them 
to him with perfect confidence. His brain 
is working all the time, scheming, plan- 
ning, arranging. He is often too active, 
taking his relaxation in strenuous bodily 
activity. This activity should be something 
that demands concentration and takes up 
his whole attention, such as footbalf or 
tennis; golf or walking are not so good 
because they do not give his mind a rest. 

There is nothing woolly or indecisive 
about Mercury in Aries, He goes straight 
to the point, and immediately’ picks out 
the weak spot in a debate. He does not 
use subtlety or “finesse,” and he is if 
clined to beat you down in an argument, 
his voice getting louder and louder a8 
the controversy grows more heated. "He 
entirely forgets that a good arguer: is 
the one who convinces his opponent, not 
the one who leaves him knocked out. 

One of the cruellest things is to force 
a Mercury in Aries native into a condi- 
tion of inactivity, so that his mind has 
nothing to work upon. These people suffer 
more than others in a prison or a con- 
centration camp. 

Mercury in Aries nearly always exag- 
gerates, and the children of this sign are 
often put down as liars, when they are 
nothing of the sort. They simply see 
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their geese as swans, and describe them 
as such, 


MERCURY in TAURUS has quite 
a different type of mind. He is slow, but 
very thoroughHe will consider a prop- 
osition carefully and thoughtfully before 
coming to a decision; but it will always 
be a good decision, and can be depended 
upon to be the right one. 

If you ask him to do anything, he will 
invariably refuse, not necessarily because 
he does not intend to comply, but because 
he wants time to consider. And then, 
when he has had time to think about it, 
he will probably agree to the proposition. 

He cannot bear anything sudden or un- 
expected. The seed must be laid grad- 
ually for some time beforehand, and then 
he will think that it is his own idea, and 
will believe that he has done it volun- 
tarily. 

Mercury in Taurus children are at a 
disadvantage at school, as they find it 
impossible to answer a question on the 
spur of the moment; and anything in the 
nature of a general intelligence test floors 
them completely. But given time to think 
it out, they will answer the questions 
perfectly. 

Mercury in Taurus is inclined to be 
dogmatic in his statement, and he does 
not like changes. He will generally keep 
to the same newspaper, for instance, a 
conservative one, whereas another sign 
would take several to get the different 
points of view. 

Above all things the Taurus Mercury 
craves security and stability. To know 
that money has gone off the Gold Stand- 
ard, or the country is going to the dogs, 
is to these a horror and the beginning of 
the end. 

He is no good at an argument, and the 
one thing he dislikes above all others is 
for someone to hammer at him. He can’t 
take it in, and so he gets cross. But. his 
opponent will find that however con- 
clusively he has made his points, and 
brought his arguments to a triumphant 
end, he has in no way affected Taurus. 
Taurus believes exactly what he did be- 
fore the argument was put forward, and 
has no intention of changing. He may, 
however, think it over afterwards, and 
gradually change his opinion by himself. 
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So do not expect quick decisions or 
adaptability of Mercury in Taurus. Apply 
to him for considered judgment and wise 
advice. He is often very intuitive, and 
he allows his intuition to guide him, 
although he may be unaware of it. 

Taurus is a Succedent sign, and has 
to do with the feelings; so Mercury in 
Taurus -will not.do so much what he 
thinks, as what he feels to be right. 

MERCURY in GEMINI is in his own 
sign, and rules a Cadent and Mental 
House. He is quick, observant, and takes 
in everything that goes on around him, 
collecting facts, but never giving him- 
self time to correlate them before passing 
on to something else. He cannot be 
bothered to study hard, as so much comes 
to him so easily. He will note all the 
outer facts, but often fails to observe 
the inner significance of them. 

He not only takes in his surroundings, 
but he can describe what he sees and will 
give you such a vivid mental picture that 
you will literally see it through his eyes. 
So quick and Tively is his thought that he 
is always amusing and never bores you. 
He is a good conversationalist, and has a 
ready wit. He can tell a good story and 
keep you interested for hours. 

He often fails for lack of concentra- 
tion, and because he cannot keep to one 
thing at a time. He will have two or 
three ideas running simultaneously, and 
he can dart from one subject to another 
with the greatest ease. He is excellent 
for anything that needs quickness or 
versatility but ask him to do anything 
that really requires patience and persever- 
ance and he will fail hopelessly, unless 
of course, he has other things in his map 
to counterbalance it. If obliged to do 


‘monotonous and continuous labour, he 


will do it with one part of his brain only, 
and will use the rest for hobbies or side- 
lines. 

This is the reason why the afflicted 
Gemini Mercury may become a thief or 
a burglar, He cannot stand monotonous 
drudgery, and often turns to a life of 
excitement and activity as a relief from 
a condition that is well nigh intolerable. 

He has a cheerful mind and is never 
depressed for long, and he tends to make 
the best of things and circumstances. His 
activities are mental, and he takes pleasure 
in all intellectual pursuits. 
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MERCURY in CANCER is retentive 
and tenacious. He thinks in pictures and 
once given an idea, he is bound to follow 
it to its conclusion. For instance, he re- 
ceives a letter saying his mother has not 
been well—has had a touch of bronchitis. 
He immediately visualizes her in bed, 
wrapped up in flannels, and surrounded 
by hot water bottles. And he does not 
stop there, but visualizes her getting 
worse and worse, and finally conjures up 
a death-bed scene, surrounded by weep- 
ing relatives, and her funeral, with all 
its details. No, I am not joking, and I 
should be pleased to hear if the Mer- 
curies in Cancer agree with me. He never 
throws anything out of his mind, so that 
this impression of his mother being ill 
remains with him as a vague worry, 
until crowded into the background by 
other thoughts. 

He should avoid, if possible, being 
told of horrors or terrible happenings, 
as these make a deep impression upon 
his mind, and it is extremely difficult for 
him to get rid of them. Those people 
who enjoy wallowing in the thought of 
another war in the near future, or the 
possibility of destruction by the atom 
bomb, should remember this, and merci- 
fully take their ghoulish speculations else- 
where. 

On the other hand, there are Mercuries 
in Cancer who are attracted to horrors; 
they will invariably demand to know all 
the gory details. It gives them a “fearful 
thrill.” 

Mercury in Cancer is inclined to worry 
and be over anxious, as, for instance, 
if children are late in returning home at 
night. This is because he imagines the 
worst, and really believes it has happened 
until his mind is relieved, by seeing them 
turn up, safe and sound. He will then 
probably rate them soundly, as a relief 
to his feelings. But if anyone else should 
scold them, he will promptly rise in their 
defence. 

You can see that his is rather a trying 
mind to live with, and, if not controlled, 
it is likely to wreck the peace of any 
home. 

Mercury in Cancer generally has a 
good memory, and the ability to retain 
facts and figures. He often possesses what 
is known as a photographic mind, and 
he will be able to visualize a whole col- 
lection of objects, telling you how many 
there were of each and exactly where 


they stood. He also has a memory for 
faces and voices, and seldom forgets 
anything that he has once seen or heard. 
This Mercury being in a Water sign, 
his reason is seldom purely logical, but 
is invariably tinged with feeling, and he 
finds it impossible to separate the two. 


MERCURY in LEO has large and 
far-reaching ideas. He has vision, and 
can see the thing perfected before it is 
begun. He always sees a thing whole, and 
never in parts, so although the details are 
not so well attended to, as they would be 
were Mercury in Virgo, the finished re- 
sult is likely to be more harmonious, It 
is a generous and magnanimous mind, 
noble in its ideals and honorable in its 
principles. He will be strictly fair in an 
argument, never taking an advantage of 
an opponent, and will own himself in the 
wrong if he is proved to be so. 

He has a wide outlook, and takes an 
interest in many subjects, and it is always 
on a large scale. In business, he has no 
interest in small undertakings, but some 
colossal scheme will immediately fire his 
imagination. 

He likes to feel that he is assisting in 
the government of his country, and is 
interested in politics. He is invariably 
found on Borough Councils and at Board 
Meetings. If he is not allowed‘to expand 
and develop in his own large way, he 
often suffers from an inferiority com- 
plex. But whilst his style is cramped 
outwardly, he still retains his expansive 
ideas inwardly, and it causes him great 
suffering. 

His is a mind that must lead, direct 
and command, and he shows at his best 
in this capacity. People will follow his 
lead willingly, and he has no difficulty 
in impressing his ideas on others. 


VIRGO is one of the best signs in 
which to find MERCURY. 

This Mercury produces a clear and 
concise mind, with excellent mathematical 
ability. He is unsurpassed in anything re- 
quiring detail and precision. This is a 
perfect position for bank clerks, ac- 
countants, and all who have to do with 
arranging and filing, such as travel agents, 
or information bureaus, He is generally 
good at languages. He lacks the vision 
of Leo however, and is often unable to 
see the wood for the trees. He always 
keeps his papers in pidgeon holes, and 
fastens them with clips or elastic bands. 
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He loves sealing wax. He can lay his 
hands on what he wants at any moment. 
His mind is much too critical, and by 
the time he has picked a subject or 
thing to pieces, one no longer has any 
‘pleasure in it. There is a tendency to 
eradicate all the imperfections, before be- 
coming aware of the perfections., He 
never sees a thing whole like Leo, but 
as a mass of parts, which he tends to 
judge separately. 

A conjunction of Mercury and Jupiter 
in Virgo is a splendid thing to possess, 
as it enlarges the scope of the mind, 
without taking away any of its accuracy. 


MERCURY in LIBRA is pre-emi- 
nently just, and tends to balance every- 
thing, as you would imagine from the 
nature of the sign. If someone makes a 
statement, he will immediately ally him- 
self with the opposite until he can be 
sure that the statement is correct; and 
then his sense of justice will always make 
him own it. 

Unless he has a strong aspect to Mars, 
he is inclined to be lazy, and he hates 
making decisions. “Let’s wait until the 
morning and see what happens” is one 
of his favorite sayings. 

It is a well balanced mind, never bigoted 
nor fanatical. Mercury in Libra can see 
all round a subject, and view it impar- 
tially and without bias. He is able to put 
himself in the place of his opponent and 
see his point of view; and this is one of 
the reasons that makes it so difficult for 
him to make a decision. 

It is an Air sign and therefore his 
mind is capable of pure reason, without 
any complications of feelings or desire. 
He would never let personal bias cloud 
his judgment, and his sense of justice 
would prevent him from taking an unfair 
advantage. 

It is a very curious mind, and he vies 
with Cancer in his interest in other peo- 
ple’s affairs. It is a more critical and 
less kindly interest than that of Cancer, 
and relying on his superior taste, he 
often criticizes unkindly. Virgo criticizes 
because he so desires perfection, but 
Libra does so because he feels he has 
superior knowledge and taste. 


MERCURY in SCORPIO is acute, 
deep and powerful. He is very secretive 
and. seldom lets you know what he is 
thinking about. Usually his is a profound 


mind, which thinks deeply on all sub- 
jects. He likes to get at what is behind, 
and to uncover the hidden motive. He is 
able to pursue a train of thought un- 
deviatingly, and gather all the facts that 
may bear upon the subject in order to 
form a conclusion. He delights in solving 
mysteries, or wrestling with abstruse 
problems. But let anyone attempt to pry 
into his mind, and he shuts up like an 
dyster. The only way to deal with him 
is to pretend you are not interested, then 
possibly you may get something out of 
him. 

He is quite unable to touch lightly on 
a subject, but gives his whole mind to 
any question put forward. He is proud 
and sensitive. He generally has a reten- 
tive memory, especially where slights and 
injuries are concerned, and a tongue that 
can be both bitter and sarcastic. He tends 
to have a disillusioned outlook, and his 
criticism is often destructive, and does 
more harm than good, as he delivers it 
without any consideration of the feelings 
of the person concerned. 

He loves mental power, and it gives 
him great pleasure to exert it over others. 
He is often very attractive, and has a 
magnetic quality which draws _ people 
under his domination. He is shrewd and 
capable, with much determination. He 
acts on his own initiative, and you will 
seldom, if ever, hear him asking advice. 
He will never tell you what he is going 
to do beforehand, which trait, in hus- 
bands, is maddening to wives who want 
to make preparations, 


MERCURY in SAGITTARIUS is an 
idealistic and aspiring mind, open, candid 
intellect, unless the aspects are strong, 
and free. It is not ofcen an outstanding 
and it tends to be diffusive and illogical. 

Mercury in Sagittarius has plenty of 
ideas, but they are generally impractical, 
and in advance of their time, Unless the 
aspects are very strong, he is unable to 
concentrate, and he scatters his thoughts, 
which drop uselessly to earth, without 
accomplishing much. He talks a great 
deal, but on thinking it over afterwards, 
you often wonder what he has said. 

Lawyers are said to be born under 
Sagittarius, but I think you will find 
that it is the Capricorn mind—cool, clear 
and precise—which is the most likely one 
to sum up a case with deadly accuracy. 

Mercury in Sagittarius often has a 
slight defect in his speech. His delivery is 
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not as fluent as some of the other signs. 
Around the 21st degree is an area likely 
to be affected. 


MERCURY in CAPRICORN has a 
mind second to none, not even Virgo. He 
is methodical, clear, concise, and capable 
of great concentration. He can probe 
deeply into a subject without getting lost. 
He is never muddled or confused, and 
his pet abomination is loose or woolly 
thinking. 

He is practical and seeks to make his 
ideas concrete; and when he has arrived 
at a satisfactory conclusion, he desires to 
give his ideas out to the world, If they 
are not workable, he has no use for them. 

If he also has the gift of speech, he 
makes a splendid teacher as he can reduce 
a complicated subject to simplicity and 
order, making it acceptable to less gifted 
brains. He is cautious and reserved and 
will never make a statement without good 
proof*of its reliability. He always carries 
a little notebook, and checks up, to see 
that there are no mistakes. He can be 
very tiresome with his checking up habit, 
as he will often come back again and 
again to remind you of what he has said 
at an earlier stage. 

He can become very boring, especially 
to a Gemini, who wants to get on, and 
who knows all that Capricorn is going 
to say long before he gets to the end of 
his sentence. 

The Capricorn Mercury makes a good 
diplomat or politician. He is patient and 
persevering, and does not expect quick 
results. He is not swayed or influenced 
by others. 


MERCURY in AQUARIUS has the 
mind of the scientist or research worker 
—patient, thorough and untiring. It is 
a mind that sifts, and it will never rest 
until it gets at the truth of a thing. Until 
this is arrived at, Mercury in Aquarius 
will hold his ideas loosely, and is tolerant 
of all those that differ from his own. 

He is studious and intellectual, without 
much sense of humor; and he lacks the 
brilliance or spontaneity of Gemini or 
Sagittarius. 

Mercury in Aquarius is clear and pro- 
found, fitting him for literary or scien- 
tific pursuits, He often has a gift for 


writing or poetry. 


He is subject to strange moods, when 
he will become quite silent, and you 
wonder what is the matter with him. I 
have never been able to find out the 
cause of these silences, but you wish to 
goodness that he would say what is 
wrong with him, so that you could do 
something about it. You may come in 
bursting to tell him all that you have 
been doing, and you are met with a chilly, 
blank wall. He is just not interested, and 
your enthusiasm falls flat. 

He takes a great interest in Humanity, 
and likes to study men and conditions in 
the mass; but is not so interested in the 
individual, or in private problems. He 
seeks to help whenever possible; and 
being an Air sign, he can do this, without 
emotion or false sympathy. He has a pas- 
sion for truth, and will sift any evidence 


‘until he has separated the true from the 


false; and will go to a lot of trouble to 
uncover a false statement. 


It is said that MERCURY in PISCES 
has a woolly mind, but I have not found 
this to be true. The sign only shows the 
type of mind, and it depends on the 
aspects as to whether it is woolly or not. 

Pisces being a Water sign, the mind 
is an emotional one, and is colored largely 
by its environment. It is generally a 
peaceful mind, and ready to enjoy life 
through beauty and pleasantness. 

Venus is exalted in Pisces, and Mer- 
cury here gives an interest in the Arts, 
and an ability for them. He has great 
power of persuasion, and a quiet and 
tactful personality, which will wear down 
resistance, He is subtle in his methods, 
and has great tact and diplomacy. 

The Pisces Mercury has a very sen- 
sitive and impressionable. mind, emo- 
tional, and with strong sympathies. Be- 
ing Water, he feels things keenly, and 
there is a tendency to withdraw into him- 
self, and to put up a barrier of protec- 
tion between himself and the outside 
world. He has quick understanding and 
a willingness to learn from others, and 
to change his opinion when convinced. 


Aspects to Mercury 
The best aspects for Mercury are a 
good strong conjunction, sextile or trine 
to Mars. This gives an active, clear and 
acute mind. The difficult aspects to Mars 
also sharpen the mind; and they give, 
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too, a biting tongue, which hits out 
straight on the mark, and so quickly that 
the words are out before the native is 
aware of it. He is good at repartee, and 
often sarcastic. 

Aspects to Uranus give great power, 
and sometimes genius, but they are not 
so reliable as those to Mars; as when by 
progression, they form bad aspects, 
they tend to affect the nerves. Adverse 
aspects to Uranus :at birth are a sure 
sign of irritability and nerve disorder. 

Mercury in good aspect to Jupiter 
gives a large and comprehensive outlook ; 
it expands the intellect, and imparts a 
wide knowledge on most subjects. I do 
not like to see bad aspects between these 
planets. They give a limitation to the 
mind, and prevent it from expanding 
freely, or make it expand in the wrong 
direction. The native has unorthodox 
ideas of truth and honesty, and can sel- 
dom be trusted to keep promises, unless 
he has a very good Saturn. 

Aspects to the Sun do not appear to 
have much effect. It is said that it is not 
good to have Mercury combust, that is 
within three degrees of the Sun, but 
quite clever people are found with it. 
Savarnarola, Pasteur, Pope Pius XI and 
Beethoven are a few. People with Mer- 
cury in front of the Sun are said to 
think before they act. 

Good aspects to the Moon are most 
important, as they give ease of expres- 
sion. The native can put his thoughts 
into words. He has no trouble in saying 
what he means; and is a good lecturer 
and conversationalist. The bad aspects 
make him express himself awkwardly and 
with difficulty. 

Aspects to Venus lend feeling to Mer- 
cury, and make the native artistic, gay 
and pleasure loving. 

Good aspects between Mercury and 
Neptune give spirituality and high as- 
pirations. The native is often very devo- 
tional, and has poetic tendencies. The 
bad aspects invariably give illusions of 
some sort; he takes a false view of 
things, or is deluded by others. There is 
often some kink in the mind, making him 
fanatical with regard to anything he takes 
up. There is often diffuseness in speech, 
so that it is difficult for him to state a 
thing clearly—he branches off onto side 
lines, and cannot keep to the point. 

Good aspects to Saturn give depth and 
profundity, making the native serious 
and thoughtful. Bad aspects give the same 


depth, but he is likely to keep his ideas 
bottled up within himself, or will be shy 
about giving them out. 

Supposing we have a poor Mercury, 
can we improve it? Certainly we can— 
everything can be improved. But do not 
make the mistake of trying to change the 
type of mind—to make a slow brain into 
a quick one, for instance; but endeavour 
to modify the aspect, With Mercury 
square Mars, learn to control your tongue ; 
for Mercury also rules the speech, and 
a sharp tongue leaps out before one is 
aware of it, and so 1s apt to hurt without 
meaning it. 

With Mercury square Moon, take les- 
sons in voice production and speech 
training, so that your delivery may be 
easy and fluent. 

With Mercury square Saturn, seek to 
develop your personality, and to over- 
come shyness and fear. 

With Mercury square Uranus, culti- 
vate mind control and serenity. 

With Mercury square Neptune, take 
lessons in logic and straight thinking; 
also in public speaking and voice produc- 
tion. Natives with bad aspects between 
Mercury and Neptune need them more 
than any of the others. 

Talking of voice production, nearly 
everyone could improve themselves 100% 
by having a few lessons in speech train- 
ing; but they seldom feel the necessity, 
at least not enough to do anything about 
at. 

The voice has more to do with sur- 
rounding vibrations than we realize. The 
surrounding vibrations have a direct effect 
upon the temper; we all know the effect 
of a soothing voice—it calms, quite apart 
from any words that may be said. 

So we see that this little planet, so 
seemingly unimportant, wields a tremen- 
dous influence in our lives, modifying all 
the other planets in their turn. Even as 
our character is molded by our mind, 
without it we are not responsible for any 
of our actions; so is the horoscope inter- 
preted by Mercury, and on him hang all 
the other planets.

Our 
Changing 


The Spirit of the Times 


‘Tuere may be many people who 
feel that it is sheer impertinence even to 
make an attempt at finding an answer to 
the great question, “Why all this change 
in our present-day world?” Astrology 
is, however, perfectly capable of giving 
an answer. 

The world seems, in our day, to have 
gone completely out of kilter. Most of 
our fellow-men and fellow-women feel 
the developments of modern times to be a 
phenomenon as uncanny as it is incom- 
prehensible. A general transvaluation ot 
all values has set in. The very ideas 
which, formerly, were looked upon as 
noble and fine, are now being derided, 
sometimes actually despised. As a result, 
many of our contemporaries are losing 
their bearings; there is nothing left for 
them to hold on to. No longer capable 
of believing in the things that were held 
sacred by their forefathers, they go out 
looking for new ideals which, so far, they 
have not found. With something of a 
shock they realize that an unknown spirit 
is making its appearance in the world. 

And this new spirit is beginning to 
transform even themselves. It seems to 
close in upon them from all angles, and 
—what is worse—seems to be speaking 
out of the mouths of their children, mak- 
ing them appear to be quite unlike chil- 
dren of our old Earth; rather like strange 
creatures from another star. The new 
spirit is rising. But why? And where does 
it hail from? This is the burning prob- 
lem of our times. 


In order to find a comprehensive reply, 
let us start by trying to enter into Astro- 
logical Doctrine as such. Age-old tradi- 
tion has kept it intact for us, through six 
thousand years of human development. 
The astrological doctrine of the inter-re- 
lation betwen the celestial bodies and our

human destiny is based on the idea that 
the fundamental forces of the universe,— 
which, originating from a higher plane 
and making their influence felt through- 
out the entire cosmos—are the causes at 
work behind our visible world, that they 
are shaping both essence and form of all 
that is created. 


Those creative forces work through- 
out the entire cosmos and on all planes 
in an analogous:manner; they are iden- 
tical with the gods of classical antiquity 
and we designate them by the symbols 
of the planets. Their influence on so- 
called “inanimated” matter is felt by it 
just as it is felt by all animated beings; 
it is felt in the world of the soul just as 
much as in that of the spirit; in the 
smallest matters as well as in the greatest. 
It is those creative forces that shape 
the structures of the crystals just as they 
shape the organisms of plants and ani- 
mals; it is they who shape the body of 
man as well as his soul into clearly de- 
fined and characteristic types, keeping 
all functions going and regulating their 
course. They are, to a certain degree, re- 
lated to the “ideas” of Plato, but they 
are more elemental. Whichever realm of 
nature they may be working on, their 
fundamental principles remain unchanged. 
We recognize them by their characteris- 
tics which they imprint all over the globe, 
by their so-called “signatures.” 

The existence of those creative forces 
has been recognized by non-astrologers 
too, on the strength of close observation 
of nature and its phenomena. 

Thus, for example, Paul France in his 
book “Bios,” has described seven princi- 
ples of nature which are really identical 
with the influences that were, in an- 
tiquity, ascribed to the seven planetary 
gods—and that in spite of the fact that 
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France did not realize this identity. One 
of his principles, which he has come to 
recognize, is described by him as that of 
“entity, totality, the striving to co-ordi- 
nate efforts in order to achieve a higher 
purpose.” It corresponds to that funda- 
mental creative force that astrologers 
ascribe to the Sun. And France's princi- 
ple of “integration, of resistance and the 
striving toward a safety which is to as- 
sure continuity by way of all kinds of 
protective measures,” as well as that of 
“the striving toward limitation,” tallies 
with the meaning of the astrological sym- 
bol of Saturn, since Saturn is the planet 
that bririgs about contraction, hardening, 
decline and diminution. 

The Sun and Saturn are the opposing 
forces in the life of the universe, its 
positive and negative pole. The Sun is its 
creative power; Saturn its ‘densest con- 
densation, its bondage within matter. 
They are light and darkness, God and 
Satan. The relation between those two 
chief centers of cosmic action and the 
other creative forces of the universe is 
akin to the relation between the phe- 
nomena of light and non-light and the 
individual colors of the spectrum. One 
may, however, also look upon those cre- 
ative forces as mental energies directed 
toward special aims, since those forces 
owing to their origin from the realm of 
the absolute—are the very cause of the 
functions of all life in the cosmos, mak- 
ing themselves felt everywhere, existing 
everywhere, from the world of celestial 
bodies down to that of humanity. 





I hope that I have succeeded in ex- 
pressing what traditional astrology means 
by its symbols; I shall henceforth limit 
myself to using the astrological terms 
for those primary creative forces. 


Mercury, the “Messenger of the gods,” 
mediator between the world above and 
the world below, the principle of econo- 
my and of the connection between the 
various parts of any entity, as well as 
understanding for their coherence, is, in 
our human world, intellect, abstract 
thought, the capacity for a clear under- 
standing of the world that surrounds us. 

Jupiter, the principle of expansion, of 
optimism, of exuberance, plenitude, the 
setting of records, is in our human world, 
faith and highest happiness. 


There is nevera 
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The Moon is the symbol of growth, of 
propagation, of maternity. 

Venus is the principle of form, hence 
of harmony and beauty, the striving to 
build visible shape in accordance with 
aesthetic laws. In emotional human life 
it is love. 


Force—Mars 

Mars is the principle of force as such. 
Whether it be the force that keeps the 
heavenly bodies suspended within space, 
or the force that is transmuted into light 
and heat when two suns crash into one 
another, or the force of the electric cur- 
rent, or motoric energy, of steam, etc., in 
the last analysis, it remains the same 
phenomenon. The sources may be differ- 
ent ones, but the generated force will al- 
ways be force, pure and simple, though 
different in its intensity. In the physical 
body, we find Mars in the form of mus- 
cular strength; on the psychic field in the 
shape of will-power, active energy in the 
struggle for survival. The knife in the 
hand of the killer needs an executing 
force. This must be derived from. the 
driving power of his mental attitude. 

It is fundamentally the same whether 
lucific energy is being released when a 
meteor pushes its way into our terrestrial 
atmosphere, or whether it is caused by the 
muscular effort of the blacksmith who is 
drawing sparks by hammering at his anvil. 
In both cases we are faced with a trans- 
formation of force; the only difference is 
that in the one case it will—when ex- 
pressed in the usual units of figures—be a 
gigantic figure, and in the other case a 
very small one. 

The fundamental principle of force, 
astrologically speaking, of Mars, can be 
traced everywhere, in the universe as well 
as in the daily life of mankind, Of course 
there exists no actual relation of cause and 
effect between the force of a celestial body 
and the force of a human being. But those 
two forces are analogous, for the simple 
reason that they both are derived from the 
same creative cosmic force, and merely dif- 
fer from one another in the manner in 
which they manifest. THIS is the basis on 
which astrology teaches the inter-relation 
between man and the celestial bodies. 

I have gone into so much detail regard- 
ing the way in which the principle of force, 
as expressed by the symbol of Mars, comes 
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into effect on the various.planes of exist- 
ence, because this principle is the one on 
the basis of which our method of thinking 
—based on that belief in the analogy and 
interdependence of phenomena, which lies 
at the very root of astrological interpreta- 
tion—seems most easily explained. Hence, 
é.g., it is not the planet Mars that should 
be considered as the actual cause of the 
unfolding of some force on our Earth; 
he should, however, be looked upon as the 
indicator, the gauge which tells us what 
kind of force, and how considerable a 
force, will be existent and effective in any 
given case. 

Astrology looks upon the planets (in- 
cluding the luminaries) as being the chief 
representatives of the cosmic creative 
forces within the solar system. It observes 
their course, considering them to be the 
hands on the gigantic clock which is kept 
going by the living play of the fundamen- 
tal forces within the universe; and from 
those observations, conclusions are drawn. 

The planets that we have enumerated 
are the seven planets known t6 antiquity, 
ranging as far as Saturn. Other planets, 
however, also exist (Uranus, Neptune and 
Pluto) ; those latter ones may, in their 
essential effects, be looked upon as higher 
octaves of the seven “old” planets. Thus, 
for example, Uranus compares to Mer- 
cury as genius does to intellect. In either 
case the mobile planets are looked upon 
by astrology as animated condensators of 
power, ensouled with purpose, transmit- 
ting destinies; the expression “power” 
must in this case, be understood in a 
higher, supra-physical sense. 

In contrast to them the zodiac remains 
in a state of changeless, stagnating immut- 
ability. It forms the background against 
which the planets move along within their 
orbits. 

The zodiac actually corresponds to the 
orbit of the Earth, hence the APPARENT 
orbit of the Sun, as seen by the inhabitants 
of our planet ; but since the other planets’ 
course deviates but little from that of the 
Earth, they remain within the realm of a 
zodiac somewhat widened in our imagina- 
tion. The towering magnitude of the zodi- 
ac’s importance with regard to ourselves 
is accounted for by the fact that man, as 
the child of the Earth, must have a rela- 
tionship of particular affinity to that part 
of the entire heaven through which our 
own planet runs its course in its orbit 
round the Sun, One might say that the 
Earth’s orbit cuts that gigantic circle, the 






influence of which is mirrored in our lives, 
out of the infinitude of the celestial dome 
and its innumerable possibilities. 

The zodiac has been so: frequently rep- 
resented, that I feel sure my readers are 
familiar with the fact that it is divided 
into twelve signs, as well as with the names 
of those signs. The division is not an 
arbitrary one: for it is in exact accordance 
with the essential character, or, one might 
say, the structure, of the zodiac. Every sign 
represents, as it were, a world in itself, a 
world shaped by several of the creative 
forces of the universe; and it has been 
given its name according to the effect it 
causes ‘upon the destinies of mankind. 
Twelve signs of the zodiac—twelve aeons! 

I should now like to avail myself of 
this opportunity to clear up an error 
with which we are frequently confronted. 
There are many who believe that the 
stellar constellations — fram which the 
names of the signs are derived—were 
given those particular names because of 
some vague resemblance between those 
constellations with various animals or 
human shapes. It isn’t really as simple as 
all that—quite apart. from the fact that 
these alleged resemblances do not exist. 
Astrology teaches us that those constella- 
tions—or signs—have been given their 
names as symbols of the essential influ- 
ence they exercise upon human character. 

Fire Signs Dominant 

Let us, as an example, takes Aries, the 
Ram, the sign into which the Sun enters 
at the vernal equinox. The ram of the 
animal kingdom is a temperamental crea- 
ture, aggressive, irritable, plucky and 
strong, obstinate and rough; the leader 
of its herd which will let him guide it 
across any obstacles. Transferred. to 
human mentality, we may say that every 
single one of these traits is in accordance 
with the character traifs found in men 
and women that were born under the in- 
fluence of this sign. We must, however, 
not limit our observations to those in 
whose natal charts we find the Sun placed 
in Aries; we shall have to include those 
in whose charts the sign is rising, since 
the ascendant also plays a large part in 
this respect. 

Or, let us take Leo, the Lion: a hand- 
some, noble, one may well say royally 
magnificent creature, that gives such an 
impression of power and pride that it 
has been nicknamed “King among ani- 
mals.” The men and women in whose 
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charts the sign is strongly placed will 
show every single one of these traits; 
and they have a particular talent, and 
show much inclination, to rule over their 
surroundings. 


A Contrasting Sign 

A strong contrast to both Aries and 
Leo is manifested by the Sign of Pisces, 
the Fishes. We shall dwell at some length 
on the typical traits of that sign, since 
they form—at least in part—one of the 
very problems that we are discussing. 
Now which are the essential character- 
istics of the natives of Pisces? It is among 
them that we find the men and women 
whose fulfilment lies in self-sacrifice, or 
in selfless devotion to a religious idea. 
They are capable of a genuine humility 
and a love of their fellow-creatures which 
may lead to complete renouncement of 
self ; they will bear suffering to the point 
of martyrdom, and delve into the most 
mysterious depths of the soul; their joy 
is renunciation. They are, on the other 
hand, inclined to flee from reality into a 
world of illusion; they often over-value 
that which is unreal, the world of the 
“beyond,” and pay but little attention to 
palpable realities. They will eschew. sane 
reasoning in favor of a degree of emo- 
tionalism which sometimes loses all sense 
for necessary boundaries, and hence is 
apt to degenerate into phantasies as well 
as entire tissues of misconceptions. The 
spirit of Pisces crowns the passive vir- 
tues with a halo. It seeks to dissolve what 
has been created before, and to guide it 
back into an unio mystica with God. In 
this way Pisces—the twelfth and last sign 
of the zodiac—reaches, in fact, the per- 
fection of creation that had manifested 
in the eleven preceding signs. The King- 
dom of Pisces is not of this world. 

It is easy to see that Pisces is the sign 
of Christian culture. And how (many will 
ask) is it possible to connect a sign of the 
sodiac with some determined epoch in 
the development of mankind? 

In revealing the reply to this question, 
we should like to state that knowledge 
of it was part of the secret doctrine of 
the initiates who performed the priestly 
rites in the temples of the ancient world. 
According to this doctrine, not only one 
zodiac exists; there are, in fact, two 
zodiacs. One of them is the terrestrial 
zodiac, and, beyond it—in full accordance 
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is nevera 


reason for 


with the Hermetic teaching that says, ““As 
it is above, so it is below,” there is the 
stellar zodiac. 

The twelve signs of the terrestrial zo- 
diac are part of that circle which the 
ecliptic cuts across the dome of heaven. 
They must be looked upon as indicators 
for twelve parts of this circle, equal in 
size, from which with regard to our own 
Earth, particular creative forces origi- 
nate. These creative forces, like all astro- 
logical factors, must necessarily be of a 
supra-physical, psychic order. It does not 
do to correlate some individual stellar 
body, or even groups of stars—those lat- 
ter ones having the most varied dimen- 
sions —to the twelve equal segments 
representing the twelve heavenly signs of 
the zodiac. According to the Hermetic 
doctrine, this latter one should be looked 
upon as a gigantic power-field, divided 
into twelve equal sectors, surrounding 
the skies along the plane of the Earth’s 
orbit. It remains to be seen whether any 
physical phenomena coinciding with this 
spiritual phenomenon — which, without 
doubt, originates from a higher order— 
will ever be discovered. We are glad to 
note that some first steps on the line of 
research in that direction already have 
been undertaken. 

The vernal equinox corresponds to the 
crossing-point of the ecliptic and the celes- 
tial equator, which the Sun reaches, in 
its apparent course, on March 21st. This 
point is ALWAYS 0° of Aries as re- 
lated to our planet. 

If the inclination of the Earth’s axis 
kept pointing ever in the same direction, 
there would be no such thing as a change 
of place of the vernal equinox with re- 
gard to the stellar zodiac. Sircé it is, 
however, an undisputed fact that the 
axis of the Earth carries out a circular 
motion commonly referred to as “pre- 
cession,” the vernal equinox, and with it, 
all the signs of the terrestrial zodiac are 
in constant retrograde motion through all 
the signs of the stellar zodiac. The time 
required by the vernal equinox to com- 
plete its revolution is 25,920 years; one 
twelfth of this period—the time neces- 
sary for the vernal equinox’ course 
through one sign of the stellar zodiac— 
is 2160 years. We especially wish to state 
that the fact on which we base the 
astrological doctrine of the “Great” (or 
“Platonic”) year, and its division into 
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tweive mundane ages or months, is an 
astronomical one. 


This retrograde motion of the vernal 
equinox affords our opponents a welcome 
opportunity to come up with the asser- 
tion that the signs of the zodiac, as start- 
ing from the vernal equinox, could no 
longer have the influence ascribed to them 
by astrologers for the simple reason that 
they no longer coincide with the signs of 
the stellar zodiac, but, on the contrary, 
have considerably changed their places 
with regard to those latter ones, All as- 
trologers who have made a serious study 
of astronomy are perfectly aware of this 
change; but they take the view that the 
effects generated by the stellar zodiac 
should be regarded as being of a superior 
order, influencing humanity and its de- 
velopment as an entirety; while, on the 
other hand, the effects generated by the 
terrestrial zodiac are the ones which 
affect the individual. If we are to take 
resort to a comparison: light of which- 
ever color will always be reflected at the 
same angle when it strikes the same 
prism. In the case under discussion, the 
ever constant obliquity of the ecliptic 
would play the part of the refracting 
angle which would, so to speak, adapt 
the twelve original creative forces of the 
stellar zodiac to their activity in regard 
to our Earth. 


Hence what that part of the stellar 
zodiac, to which the vernal equinox has 
progressed, affects, is the fundamental 
trend, the spirit of the time. All things 
seem, as it were, tinged by that superior 
hue. It is therefore more difficult to get 
a clear abstraction of the zodiacal influ- 
ences in times when the two influences 
are at variance. The signs were given 
their symbolic names in the period when 
the two zodiacs—the stellar and the ter- 
restrial zodiac—had come to coincide in 
the course of their mutual motion; that 
is to say during that period when the 
terrestrial sign of Aries had reached that 
portion of the heavens occupied by the 
stellar constellation of Aries; when ter- 
restrial Taurus coincided with the con- 
stellation of Taurus, Gemini with Gemini, 
and so forth. This was when the mani- 
festation of the types was purest, ice. 
during th® age of Aries, which began 
Aa 2500 B.C. and lasted until 340 


_ There is something profoundly moving 
in the way in which the nations—quite 





unconsciously, acting out of some irre- 
sistible impulse—chose as sacred those 
very symbols which corresponded to the 
zodiacal sign in which, at the time being, 
the vernal equinox was placed. Such facts 
open up fantastic horizons, they give us 
a slight inkling of the degree of inter- 
dependence between the human soul and 
the spiritual powers of the universe. 


The Age of Taurus 


The known history of mankind goes 
back through no more than approximate- 
ly 6000 years; whatever happened before 
is lost in darkness. The vernal equinox, 
coming from the Sign of Gemini, en- 
tered the Sign of Taurus round 4700 
B.C. So this was the time when—accord- 
ing to astrological doctrine—the age of 
Taurus began; it lasted until approxi- 
mately 2500 B.C. (we are here assuming 
an approximate duration of 2200 years 
for the cosmic month). This time is 
known to history as that of ancient 
Babylonic culture, during which humanity 
looked upon the SACRED BULL—the 
god Baal—as its deity; he was repre- 
sented as the giver of fertility; on his 
images, he is shown as having the head 
of a bull. The oldest history of Egypt, 
which developed some time between 4000 
and 3000 B.C., is also part of the age of 
Taurus. And it was the time when the 
cult of Apis was flourishing ; a black bull 
that, in the ancient city of Memphis, was 
kept within gilt walls, was the object of 
adoration. 


The Age of the Ram 


We find, however, that after the year 
2500 B.C. the cult of the bull died out. 
It was replaced by that of the ram. This 
change occurred at the very time when 
the vernal equinox left the sign of 
Taurus, and entered the sign of Aries, 
the Ram. This point of time also co- 
incides with the apparition of the Jews 
in history. We know that the most sacged 
object of the Jews, the Ark of the 
Covenant, was decorated with golden 


‘ horns. Moses, the prophet of the age of 


Aries, was represented as wearing horns 
on his head. As to the bull, it was al- 
ready considered by the Jews as the 
symbol of a superstitious creed, its ideals 
were forsworn, its temples banned. Dur- 
ing the same era we find that in Egypt 
the sphinxes placed at the entrance of 
the temple of the Sun-god Amm@a-Ra 
(in Karnak) have the heads of rams, 
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and even the Sun-god himself has the 
head of a ram on his shoulders. 

The age of Aries manifested its spirit 
in a tremendous development of impulse 
and power. The people of Greece, India, 
and China reached summits of culture. 
Forceful leaders sprang up, one of which 
was Alexander the Great. The whole 
mental attitude of the times was heroic. 
The essential character of its human type 
corresponds to the dauntless and fearless 
nature of Aries, the Ram. 


The Christian Age 
But round 350 B.C., an entirely dif- 


ferent spirit began to make its manifesta- 
tions felt. A new plane of consciousness 
developed within the depth of the human 
soul. The vernal equinox was approach- 
ing the point where it would slide from 
the sign of Aries into that of Pisces. The 
age of Pisces—announced, long before 
the birth of Christ himself, by several 
fore-runners, and anticipated by Stoic 
philosophy—was beginning. Later on, the 
“Fish” was to become the secret emblem 
of the early Christian in the catacombs 
of Rome. 

Christian religion itself preached the 
very essence of that spirit of martyrdom, 
so typical of Pisces. And humanity was 
deluded into believing that THIS king- 
dom of God on Earth was going to last 
forever, until—in the year 1789—the 
French Revolution broke out, coming like 
a flash of lightning from a clear sky, 
announcing the approach of a terrific 
storm. It is interesting to note that this 
event very closely coincided with the dis- 
covery of electricity and of the planet 
Uranus, 


The New Age—Aquarius | 


Ever since then humanity has gone— 
as it had before—through a period of 
transition between the influences of two 
zodiacal signs; this time between the 
spirit of Pisces and that of Aquarius. 
For the vernal equinox continues its 
course, forever passing from one sign 
to another. Never will it stop, never will 
it retract. The spirit of the past era will 
not return to us until 26,000 years have 
passed—when it will reappear upon the 
next higher spiral in the course of the 
aeons. In our present stage of develop- 
ment, however, the spirit of Pisces is, 
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second by second, losing its power, while 
the spirit of Aquarius is gaining. Old 
“customs die out, new ones come up—and, 
in accordance with the nature of Aquari- 
us, the Ruler of the coming age, all 
changes occur with the suddenness and 
the violence of electric discharges. 

This is the stage of development in 
which we are now living. It is therefore 
completely senseless to pit oneself against 
the current. We must not, of course, go 
so far as believe that all the unadul- 
terated horrors that we have been witness- 
ing correspond to the spirit of Aquarius, 
and that we hence should tolerate them. 
[ven though the spirit of Pisces may be 
fading out, its ethic values remain un- 
touched ; they are comparable to a geo- 
logical layer upon which the younger 
layers necessarily must rest. One might 
add that every sign has a destructive side 
in its nature as well as a constructive 
one; but it is the negative tendencies 
which are apt to come to the fore in 
periods of transition. Later on, the storm 
will abate—and, finallly, all resistance 
against the new spirit will end. 

But right now we are going through 
all the stress and strain so typical of a 
time of transition. This is the reason why 
all changes make themselves felt as up- 
heavals; it is also the reason why human 
beings more easily lose their sense of 
direction, Our situation is comparable to 
that of a beleagered city, already aban- 
doned by the force that had undertaken 
its protection, but not yet ruled by the 
new masters. We know only their fore- 
runners. What are they really like? What 
will come after them? How is the inner- 
most spirit of Aquarius? 

Astrology, so far, can only judge 
Aquarius on the strengt: of its influence 
on those individuals who—owing to the 
position of the sign in their natal charts 
—come under its sway. This is the fact 
which gives us our chance to realize, in 
advance, what the typical traits of the 
human being of the coming era will be. 
The Sign of Aquarius is closely related 
to the planet Uranus. What will occur 
when these two creative forces take the 
unopposed lead? 

The element of Aquarius is air; and it 
is a spiritual sign. As such it is in con- 
trast with the emotional sign of Pisces, 
whole element is water. This is why we 
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may expect the main interest of human 
life to be even more concentrated on the 
intellectual field than is now the case. 
Human intelligence will experience a 
widening of its field of activity, since an 
intuitive capacity, fitted to penetrate the 
regions of the transcendental as well as 
of the metaphysical world, will be de- 
veloped by Man in the coming age. The 
life of the soul, however, is likely to 
recede into the background. Sentimental- 
ism will give place to cool judgment. In- 
terest in art will diminish. Since Aquarius 
is the bearer of reform in all fields of 
life, we may expect a merciless war to 
be waged against everything ancient, 
everything that was brought down to us 
from our forefathers. The sense for 
tradition will cease to exist. 

The age of Aquarius will be that of 
Human Genius. Cognizance of the hither- 
to unheard-of, a pioneerdom of the mind, 
will be its most cherished ideal. Its high- 
est aim will consist in surmounting the 
limitations of space, time and matter, in 
the abolition of borderlines until now 
imposed by nature upon man. 

This may sound like little more than a 
daring affirmation, but it can be proved, 
astro-logically. How? 

We have stated, at the beginning of 
this article, that the row of the seven 
planets of antiquity ends with Saturn, 
and that the planets that were not dis- 
covered until much later represent, as it 
were, higher octaves of those already 
known to antiquity. Uranus, however, the 
ruler of Aquarius (and there can be no 
doubt about the fact that, among all the 
planets, his influence is most akin to that 
of Aquarius), is the first in the line of 
planets beyond Saturn. Uranus hence 
actually runs its course beyond the border 
laid down by Saturn; and this border is 
nothing else but the limitation imposed 
by matter, as well as by the course of 
time, with which it is so closely inter- 
related. The spiritual development of 
Aquarian culture therefore opens the 
prospect of surmounting that bondage 
that ties us to the physical laws governing 
time and space—a bondage believed until 
now to be unbreakable. It is the appar- 
ently impossible that will become possible. 
Have not some steps already been taken? 
Still, however magnificent the achieve- 
ments of our contemporary physicists 
may be, they will seen puny in com- 
parison to the inventions and discoveries 


which the spirit of Aquarius will inspire 
when it reaches the summit of its influ- 
ence—in a thousand years. They will be 
based, fundamentally, on the discovery of 
electricity, since electricity is the force of 
nature correlated to Aquarius and its 
ruling planet. 

The native of Aquarius ever strives to 
outdo himself, to surpass himself. He 
wishes to build for posterity, he wants his 
achievements to be valued by later genera- 
tions. He will carry real fanaticism into 
the realization of utopian dreams of the 
future—inter-planetary flight being among 
them. 

And thus we may literally be enabled 
to go out “Beyond the Earth.” Still, the 
perspectives that open when we reflect on 
the possibilities that would develop for 
us by surmounting Time may seem to be 
even more uncanny. A capacity to over- 
look both the past and the future may be 
considered to be among the tamest. 

When concentrating on this idea, one is 
struck by the thought that, in former 
times, nobody ever seems to have thought 
very much about the essential character 
of time as such. It was looked upon as a 
given factor, and taken for granted. Only 
since Einstein and his Theory of Rela- 
tivity has time begun to be thought of as 
a fourth dimension ; and the problem has, 
ever since, taken on an entirely new 
aspect. Its treatment clearly shows the 
stamp of the sign of Aquarius and its age. 


We now come to the character of the 
native of Aquarius. His is the unconven- 
tional way of looking at life; he is a law 
unto himself, apt to be eccentric; his ac- 
tions are felt to be unexpected, surprising, 
contradictory ; he does nothing by halves; 
he is intense, and makes an effect which is 
at the same time fascinating, and up- 
rooting. He is an opener of new paths; 
and, above all, he is filled with an in- 
domitable desire for freedom. The native 
of Aquarius is not content with mere be- 
lief ; he needs to KNOW. He wishes to 
be clairvoyant, to gain cognisance before 
he will believe. His attitude with regard 
to social problems is one of unlimited 
willingness to help his fellows; yet his 
motive is a different one from that of the 
native of Pisces; he is inspired by a feel- 
ing of friendship, of comradeship rather 
than of pity and commiseration. It seems

The following deaths occurred in 1942 and these names were taken in the order in 
which they were listed in Who’s Who in America, 1934-35, from which source the 
birth-data was obtained, and are given to demonstrate the presence of these clues as 
induced by the changes in latitude and declination of the lights and the planets.

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From the foregoing lists it will be 
seen that at the time of demise there 
is usually some indication or clue of 
its occurrence in the ephemeris, but 
it must be borne in mind that even 
though these different periods of mu- 
tation do seem. to coincide with those 


designated in the “cycle” formula, 
no final judgment is ever possible until 
one has made further reference to 
whatever method of directing he has 
found to be most reliable in practice, 
and when additional data of the 
native’s immediate kin is obtainable 
this too should be referred to and it 
will be found that a close, if inex- 
plainable affinity exists in this respect 
between certain members of the same 
family. Nor should it be assumed be- 
cause the secondary progressions have 
not been included in the analyses of 
the following horoscopes that they are 
considered as being without value, for 
such is not the case, and as it is a 
matter of record that in the majority of 
all cases people do suffer periods of 
illness before succumbing to their in- 
evitable fate, and as in this ‘event 
there usually is a major secondary 
progressed aspect to both the rulers of 
the first and the sixth houses, this 
factor of comparison should not be 
ignored, but the radix and naronic sys- 
tems seem to the author to be more 
illuminative and relevant to the issue 
under consideration, and for that rea- 
son have been used to the exclusion of 
the others. None of these directions 
have been calculated to the moment, 
as some orh of time must be allowed 
in all such cases, but investigation 
will reveal that certain of them coin- 
cide with the time of the event to a 
degree that should satisfy the most 
exacting of critics. 


Example No. 1 


In Chart No. 1, the Coolidge na- 
tivity, it will be noted that Mars, lord 
of the fourth, is posited in the first 
degree of Cancer, in a sextile aspect 
lacking one degree with the ascendant 
and in this instance we must look for 
life to terminate at approximately the 
thirty or sixty year period, according 
to the formula, or ‘at ninety years of 
age if we consider the use of the minor 
semi-sextile and quincunx aspects in 
directing the ascendant. As previously

stated no one instance has been en- 
countered where life extended beyond 
the sixty year period when this sex- 
tile relationship prevailed at birth 
but in certain other cases the use of 
these minor aspects was found to be 
necessary and they have been included 
as part of this present theory. Coolidge 
died in 1933 at-60 years and 7 mos. 
of age when the ascendant by direction 
(converse) came to the conjunction of 
Mars. Progressing the horoscope by 
secondary measures to the year of 
demise we find no clues present to 
indicate the possibility of the occur- 
rence, not even major aspects to either 
the fourth, eighth, or twelfth houses 
unless we consider Pluto co-lord of Scor- 
pio which we have not found neces- 
sary to do. Since Coolidge died sud- 
denly we do not expect to find the 
lords of the first and sixth in major 
aspect, the testimony of illness. But 
directing the horoscope conversely we 
find that sometime between the fourth 
and fifth of May that the Moon moved 
from South to North declination, this 
period corresponding by progression 
with the year of death. At the same 
time the Radix and Naronic (3/5) 
directions in combination were such 


. as to debilitate any but the most hardy 


of constitutions and in all likelihood 
one or certain of them was the im- 


pelling force which accounted for the 
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mortality. These directions were: 
Radix 
Mars conjunction Asc. 
Uranus square Mars 
Asc. square Uranus 


Naronic (3/5) 
M.C. conjunction Mars 
Sun square Pluto 
Saturn square M.C. 
Neptune square Asc. - 


But before proceeding to Chart No. 
2 it would be well to call attention to 
other factors present here. Let us 
assume for example that the nativity 
is that of someone unknown to the 
astrologer and he were called upon 
to render a definite judgment con- 
cerning the matter at hand. Know- 
ing from reference to the horoscope 
and the “cycle” formula that life would 
come to a termination at approximately 
the thirty or sixty year period (we 
will ignore the ninety year “cycle” in 
this case since few attain that age) 
it would be no more than natural for 
him to investigate the possibility of 
its occurrence at the former period 
first, and in referring to the ephemeris 
he would find that Neptune turned 
retrograde on Aug. 2nd, corresponding 
by progression to this period of life, 
and not being familiar with the facts 
of the native’s life, the temptation, if 
he were lacking in prudence, t arrive 
at a premature conclusion would be 
great. But proceeding cautiously he 
would find that at this period Mars 
had moved to the place of Uranus 
and that the Ascendant had moved 
to the square of Mars by radix direc- 
tion, and that by naronic Mars had 
moved to the opposition of Saturn, 
Sun to the conjunction of Uranus and 
Uranus to the quincunx aspect of 
Saturn, a combination that if anything 
would only tend to amplify the temp- 
tation had it taken root. As explained 
in the original article, these planetary 
indices do not always presage the time 
of death, Astrology not being that 
simple, but are only auxiliary clues 
indicating that some event affecting 
the life or its occupation may be ex- 
pected to take place, the nature of 
which must be determined by other 
means of delineation. These adverse 


aspects coming at any other period 
of life-or in the case of an individual 








not endowed with the vitality neces- 
sary to overcome them could easily 
prove to be fatal and the astrologer 
unacquainted with the facts of the 
case and lacking the material which 
in ninety-five percent of all similar 
cases is unavailable e.g. supplementary 
geneological birth data and a compre- 
hensive knowledge of the effects of 
secondary directions, would be con- 
fronted with a problem beyond rational 
solution, That the length of the human 
span of life may be determined by 
Astrological means there is little doubt, 
but from the foregoing exposition it 
becomes obvious that in many similar 
instances, lacking the requisite mater- 
ial for a consummate delineation it is 
a haphazard undertaking, fraught with 
the possibility of error and conse- 
quences better to be avoided.

In Chart No. 2, that of the former 
Emperor of Germany, Mercury, lord of 
the fourth house, is in opposition aspect, 
lacking six degrees, of the Ascendant, 
and life terminated when by direction the 
rising degree made a square contact with 
this point of the horoscope. On Nov. 6, 
1858 Mercury moved from N. to S., Lati- 
tude, this converse secondary progressed 
date corresponding with the year of death. 
The adverse progressed aspects in force 
at this time were:

#3, VIVIAN E. ROBSON 
May 26, 1890, 11:56 A.M., TLT 
Birmingham, Eng. Died 1942 


VIVIAN E. ROBSON 


The above horoscope of the late British 
astrologer and author is included in this 
work for several reasons. The chart ap- 
pearing in the November 1943 issue of 
American Astrology Magazine, and in al 
probability one of Mr. Robson’s own 
compilation, is not in an agreement with 
the time of his death according to the 
theory advanced in the preceding pages, 
and being the chart of an astrologer and 
therefore assumed to be correct, it was 
the first instance noted where this con- 
dition of discordance was found to exist. 
In the light of this fact it would be of 
interest to know more of its origin; 
whether it was based on the time of birth 
as recorded, or whether it was estab- 
lished from a time given as approximate 
and subsequently rectified. 

Mr. Robson was born May 26, 1890, 
at 11.56 AM, TLT, at Birmingham, Eng- 
land, according to this magazine, and 
the horoscope erected for that time is that 
referred to in the preceding paragraph. 





He died Dec. 31, 1942. Referring to this 
chart we find that Jupiter, lord of the 
fourth house was in a 151 degree or 
quincunx aspect with the ascending de- 
gree at birth, and as death occurred at 
approximately 52 years of age it will 
be seen that the horoscope is not in an 
agreement with the time of death. If the 
horoscope is not entirely theoretical, which 
is unlikely, and the sign Virgo does rise, 
of which there seems to be little doubt, 
we shall have to advance the ascendant 
to from 18 to 22 degrees of that sign to 
bring it into a condition of harmony with 
the theory, or as it will be seen bring 
Jupiter into a bi-quintile aspect with the 
rising degree. Now this move means ad- 
vancing the time of birth one-hour or 
more, and it may seem as strange to the 
reader as it does to this writer that s¢ 
adept an astrologer and mathematician as 
Mr. Robson was would not sooner or 
later have noted this discrepancy if it did 
exist, but if the hordscope was rectified 
from a time that was conjectural, and 
solely upon the reliance of directions 
which can be misleading, it becomes more 
understandable. However, let us investi- 
gate the matter further. Mr. Robson in 
addition to being a mathematician of 
note, was a connoisseur of music and a 
skillful exponent of — sleight-of-hand 
magic. Wemyss in The Wheel of Life 
gives 19 to 21 Virgo as the degrees of 
Skillfulness, Craftsmanship, Novelists 
and Story-Telling. Matthews in The De- 
grees of the Zodiac Analyzed gives them 
as those of Writing, Mathematical and 
Musical ability, and Foresight, 21 Virgo 
being the ascendant of John Partridge, 
the astrologer, according to this writer. 
With this area ascending we bring 16 
degrees of Gemini to the M.C., the area 
according to Wemyss of Prophecy, Pre- 
diction and Astrologers, Fortuna in this 
instance being at 16 Sagittarius, the de- 
gree of Prophecy, according to both 
writers. However, all of these clues 
prove nothing and are only given to show 
the possibility of error, By erecting a 
horoscope with 19-20 Virgo rising we dis- 
rupt the original to the extent that the 
Sun, Neptune, Pluto and Mercury are 
removed from the tenth house into the 
ninth, and Mars from the fourth into the 
third, an action which is not justified 
without a further knowledge of the 
native's life, but it does bring the horo-

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Visrrors to England soon discover 
that many of the ancient inns and taverns 
which are such an interesting feature of 
town and country life, have names which 
have astrological signifieance. This name 
is nearly always to be found on a painted 
signboard swinging on a chain over the 
entrance, though sometimes it is attached 
to a post erected in a prominent position 
in the hostelry yard. These inns are often 
fine old timbered buildings with unique 
historical associations, and it is quite likely 
that the original of the inn-sign is so re- 
mote that the present proprietor will be 
unable to state any definite date when it 
was first erected. 

The zodical sign Leo is associated with 
many towns and villages where the inns 
are named The Red Lion, White Lion, or 
simply The Lion. Many hostelries are 
named The Star, The Moon, The Rising 
Sun, and these may perhaps have an as- 
sociation with the sun worship of an 
earlier day when inns were frequently 
named after the emblems of religious cults 
who may have known a good deal about 
astrology. 

At the charming little village of Scole 
in Norfolk, England there is an elaborate 
inn sign which stretches across the road 
to attract visitors to The White Hart Inn. 
This sign shows an astrologer with the 
various implements of his calling, busily 
foretelling the weather. The wind blows 
him hither and thither so that its direction 
can be seen at a glance. 

The Star and Garter is a famous inn 
at Richmond on the river Thames near 
London. There are many “Star” inns and 
several named The Seven Stars which is 
presumably the Pleiades in the constella- 
tion Taurus! At several villages will be 
found The Wheci Inn which surely hints 
at a horoscope chart! 

The sign Virgo has provided many an 
English inn with a name. There is “The 
Angel” at Islington, London, and many 
Inns are named The Virgin, Virgin and

Scales (Virgo and Libra?), and there is 
a Wheatsheaf Inn near Hastings, Eng- 
land which signboard surely has a strong 
affinity with the symbol for Virgo who 
holds in her hands the wheatsheaf fertility 
symbol which may perhaps date back to 
the Osiris cult when Isis was the proto- 
type of Virgo. 

Taurus folk will find their sign ex- 
pressed at Lewisham (a district of South- 
ern London) where they may drink beer 
at the Black Bull Inn, and throughout the 
country will be found many inns named 
The Bull, and in another district of Lon- 
don, The Bull and Bush. Red Cow and 
Dun Cow will also be found in villages 
near London. 


Capricorn is represented by The Horns 
Inn in Kensington, London, and in vil- 
lages may be found The Goat Inn and the 
Goat and Compasses. 

Aries people will have little difficulty in 
obtaining hospitality at inns named after 
their sign for there are innumerable 
hostelries named The Ram, Rams’ Horns, 
The Fleece, and Golden Fleece, The Lamb 
and Flag; and at Pevensea, Sussex which 
has historical associations with the Nor- 
man invasion, The Lamb Inn. 

Scorpio folk will not have far to go to 
find an Eagle Inn, and a Golden-Eagle 
hostelry is also frequent. Sagittarians 
should feel at home in one of the many 
inns named The Centaur, and The 
Archer. 

Other celestial bodies are celebrated by 
The Globe Inn, which is next to the site 
of Shakespeare’s playhouse. There are 
also many inns named The North Star, 
Polar Star, The Plough, the Bear, the 
Plough and Stars, North Star, and Polar 
Star. Librans should look out for one of 
the many inns named The Scales, and 
Pisceans will find a Fish Inn easily. In 
fact if you are «oming to England, I do 
not think you should have any difficulty 
in finding an inn assoc.ated with your 
astrological sign!

CISCO, is a case in point. The writer began 
by stating: “In the five days of the San 
Francisco conference, the United States 
found out more about the modern world 
and its own destiny than it had discov- 
ered in the full six years since the end 
of World War II.” (The public cere- 
monies of the Peace Conference came 
just after the August lunation, but please 
remember, the things done and said 
there were the results of behind-the- 


scenes activities carried on ‘during the 
previous month. ) 

















LUNATION CHART

In the August number of American 
Astrology (written June 19th), I ob- 
served: “The planets for August are all 
in the Western half of the chart. (San 
Francisco?) . . . The initiative in for- 
eign affairs appears to be out of our 
hands this month. As a nation, we seem 
obliged to remain passive and learn some 
surprising things from the outside world, 
from our world partners and ‘open ene- 
mies’... We shall, of necessity, be com- 
pelled to give serious-minded attention 
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. . . to the state of the world.” What 
was the Japanese Peace Conference but 
a gathering of all our world partners and 
‘open enemies’—those who talked while 
we acted as attentive host? 

A friend of mine had the good fortune 
to attend one of the sessions of the Con- 
ference in San Francisco. She told me 
that during that afternoon she heard Dr. 
Gertruda Sekaninova, of Czechoslovakia ; 
Foreign Minister Robert Schuman of 
France; Sir Carl Berendsen, from New 
Zealand, and Chandri Mohammad Zaf- 
rulla Khan, Foreign Minister from Pakis- 
tan—among ‘others—and that, in very 
truth, while sifting quietly in that beau- 
tiful opera house, she—and 3,000 other 
Americans (besides the vast radio and 
television audience which also “attended” ) 
—learned some very astonishing things 
from our “world partners and ‘open ene- 
mies’!”” Madame Sekaninova, who, with 
the delegates from Poland, and the Gro- 
myko group, represented the Communist 
world at the Conference—the “open ene- 
mies”—indulged in a full hour-long, bit- 
ter harangue (from a voluminous script) 
in excellent English, against the United 
States, to “tell the world” how culpable 
this Nation was for just about everything 
that was wrong in the Universe! Immedi- 
ately following the Czechoslovakian dele- 
gate, she said, came Chandri Mohammad 
Zafrulla Khan, the delegate from Pakis- 
tan, and she expected to hear another 
disgruntled, recriminative pronouncement, 
remembering the publicity that had at- 
tached to the absence of Nehru. What 
was her astonishment when this gentle- 
man proceeded to change the whole at- 
mosphere of the occasion—lifting it to 
heights—while he held the floor. In a 
masterly speech, made without notes, in 
scholarly English and a gentle voice, he 
admitted that the Peace they came to 
sign was not the best in the world; that 
the “best peace” ever made had been 
made by the Prophet Mohammad 1500 
years ago (and she said he told the 
story), but that it was a beginning, in 
the right direction, and that there was 
nothing in it that would stop other nations, 
of their own volition, to make it better. 

But this fine, truly spiritual talk, my 
friend commented, received only cursory 
mention in the peace conference report- 


ing. 
Zafrulla Khan was followed later by 











Sir Carl Berendsen of New Zealand. He, 
she said, was a charging knight, moved 
to an ardor that well might have been 
intensified by the idealism of the gentle 
Pakistani. He castigated the Russians in 
certain terms, and flung his fiery chal- 
lenges right at their faces. She concluded 
her little report to me on the San Fran- 
cisco Peace Conference with an aphorism 
she remembered from Zafrulla Khan’s 
talk—and this is. my reason for com- 
menting at such length on this conversa- 
tion here. In the twice-telling, I hope | 
shall not have lost its ‘spirit. It is so 
apropos this month of December, when 
Christians celebrate the birth of the 
peace-loving Master Jesus with so much 
gifting. Here it is: “The hand that gives 
is always above the hand that receives.” 

So much for the semantics of an astro- 
logical interpretation that proved to be 
particularly apt. 


BRITAIN 


A chart for London, because London is 
the capitol of the British Empire, and 
because Britain, for so long a time, has 
been the leading world power, is siill 
regarded as the focal point of world 
affairs, much as Greenwich—just outside 
of London—is the starting point for 
international time reckoning. In looking 
at this critically aspected lunation chart 
with a view towards determining the 
most critical spot in the world during 
December, we select those nations ruled 
by the signs of the zodiac in which planets 
are concentrated, We find Mars, Saturn, 
Venus and Neptune all in Libra, in the 
first and second houses of the London 
chart, all involved in the critical cardinal 
T-square. Libra is the bridge between 
Europe and Asia. It rules Indo-China, 
Tibet, North China, Burma, Upper 
Egypt, Borders of the Caspian Sea, and 
Austria. 

The seeds of dissension have long been 
planted in these places, and it needs only 
the heat of controversy to sprout them: 
religious differences, oi! rights, uneasy 
governments. Wherever Saturn plays his 
heavy role, politics are not far behind. 
Mars, conjoined Saturn, is opposing Jupi- 
ter from Libra, In any of the countries 
ruled by Libra it is not unlikely that 
further religious conflicts may occur this 
month, political «. nspiracies may blow up, 
with assassinations probable. The world 
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emphasis i$ definitely centered on the 
Near East just now, and our tacit par- 
ticipation, regardless of our political lean- 
ings, bears out the validity of the key 
to be found to world affairs in the Lon- 
don chart. 

To its own people, the British Govern- 
ment may issue some pretty stringent 
refulations concerning the distribution 
and sale of food, staples, etc. An election 
is at hand in England, and at this writing 
(10/1/51) the issues and the attitudes 
of the leading candidates are being widely 
discussed and debated on this side of the 
Atlantic, as they affect our policies. Wen- 
dell Wilkie’s One Worfd seems close at 
hand, but not, I’m afraid, as he visioned 
it. With Uranus in the 10th house, even 
more radical policies may be adopted in 
England. Loss of foreign income is not 
at all unlikely. Holdings in the Near East, 
in Singapore, Hongkong and/or Egypt, 
may be cut off. The planetary positions 
for this lunation are very excitable, and 
the brush of a feather could touch them 
off. The Sun-Moon by themselves make 
good aspects; the lunation is of a quiet 
nature, but the firebrand planets are in 
angular position, and more willfulness, 
disobedience and defiance would be hard 
to find in a lunation’s grouping of planets. 

The lunation itself falls in the 3rd 
house, emphasizing transportation, com- 
munication, etc. The English encounter 
increased postal charges, too, over there 
this month. Transportation systems could 
be reorganized. A settlement with Egypt, 
over the use of the Suez Canal, may be 
arranged. There is talk that King Farouk 
plans to build another canal paralleling 
the present one, to handle increased ship- 
ping, and to add income to his exchequer. 

The United States has been building 
large airfields in British territory. There 
will be much secret experimentation with 
new types of jet planes, atomic projec- 
tiles, weapons, etc., under this planetary 
setup. New scientific instruments of de- 
struction are being designed and studied 
—when Mars, Saturn and Neptune are 
in the same sign, opposing Jupiter and 
squaring Uranus. It is no longer a secret 
that the greatest rearmament race in re- 
corded history is being run at top speed 
right now. The stars declare it. But 
that much overlooked astrological text- 
book, the Old Testament, also declared 
long ago that, “He that killeth with the 
sword must be killed by the sword,” 


(Isaiah 2:4) and my warnings here are 
but a stale repetition of what mankind 
has heard lo, these many centuries, but 
seems bent on proving over and over 
again, endlessly. 

A little gleam of hope—the “heavenly” 
power that could change things, given a 
little help this month—could come from 
the spiritual side of Neptune in exact 
conjunction with Venus. But then, on 
the other hand, it could also be but the 
temporary and inconclusive “peace” of 
the annual Christmas season. However, 
there are abroad in the world several 
wonderful movements, gaining attention 
and support, designed for the single 
purpose of, helping each one of us to 
realize that world changes must begin 
with the individual. The Moral Rearm- 
ament movement is one of them, They 
seek to spread their influence by precept 
and example—the only lure ever used by 
truly spiritual movements throughout his- 
tory. (The Moral Rearmament move- 
ment, by the way, started at Oxford 
University, in England.) 

With Mars and Saturn opposing Jupi- 
ter: extremely cold weather in the British 
Isles will bring much suffering to the 
people, further increasing their “austeri- 
ties.” 

BERLIN 

With American General Eisenhower 
now in command of the military situation 
in Europe and world rearmament the 
foremost subject there, considerations for 
the rearming of Germany are of grave 
concern. Mars is conjunct Berlin’s luna- 
tion ascendant, opposing Jupiter so ex- 
actly. as to leave little doubt as to a pos- 
sible rebellious outbreak. Certainly sec- 
tions of the country are seething against 
their continuing status of an occupied 
nation. A little military ineptness could 
set off street fighting in the cities—es- 
pecially Berlin. 


MOSCOW 

Looking at the lunation for Moscow 
to apprise the Russian situation, we find 
Pluto enthroned in Leo, not far from 
the midheaven. Whole groups of political 
offenders will be sentenced to hard labor 
in the mines of Siberia. Mars and Saturn, 
in the 12th house, oppose Jupiter in the 
6th and square Uranus, ruling the work- 
ers: a fearful picture of mock justice, 
murder, privation and suffering carried 
out secretly behind the Iron Curtain, 
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(Saturn rules mines; Mars, the military, 
and Jupiter legislation.) Venus, conjunct 
Neptune, in the first house: the people 
may have a preview of something new 
along “party” lines—something' more so- 
cialistic than communistic: soft words, 
pleading voices. The arts and the dance 
may be employed to sooth the savage 
sufferings of those continuously bereft, 
first of one thing, then another—honor, 
possessions, loved ones—victims of the 
vagaries of a Shave State. The world-at- 
large may be presented with a picture of 
a softer Russia during December—for 
propaganda reasons the old ones — de- 
signed to disturb and confuse. (Venus, 
Neptune angular } “Coma to my House, 
I give you... .” But who has ever been 
permitted to’ come back and really tell 
the world about that “house”? 

Religious persecution, in Russian satel- 
lite countries, is widespread, and so di- 
abolically cruel that attempts may be 
made from the outside to rescue some of 
the victims, developing, it may be, into 
some very touchy diplomatic situations. 
Newsmen may be permitted to enter 
Russia this month, but they will not be 
entirely safe. y 

The Moscow lunation occurs in the 
financial second: quite likely her broad 
steppes have yielded rich harvests, and 
“The State” has, as usual, profited at the 
expense of her laborers. 


TURKEY . 


The news broadcasts of the moment 
(10/1/51) seem advance vertification of 
what the December lunation indicates for 


this Middle Eastern nation. Turkey, ap- - 


parently, has decided to cast her lot with 
the Western fiations, but her internal af- 
fairs are in a precarious condition. Over 
the years since the First World War, 
this nation has adopted many Western 
ideas, but the population at large has not 
been too much benefited because of the 
lack of natural resources, trade, and in- 
dustry, to build prosperity, Cash and 
commerce could go a long way to solidly 
establish Turkey on the side of the West- 
ern nations. 


PEIPING 


With Neptune and Venus on the Pei- 
‘ping lunation’s midheaven, the second 





burning issue with the Communist Chi- 
nese regime this month is how to achieve 
a cessation of hostilities witHout the loss 
of face. The first is the persistent problem 
of how to obtain food, clothing and shel- 
ter to maintain their army and the people. 
In an individual chart, this planetary posi- 
tion could open the door for a spiritual 
awakening, but in the mundane chart for 
a nation, it carries the suspicion of con- 
spiracy and intrigue. With Mars and 
Saturn in the 9th, they are really beset 
by the outside world—the “foreign 
devils,” whom they hate. The need for 
food and supplies is so great that they 
may capitulate on grounds of sheer com- 
mercialism. 


With Mercury exactly conjunct their 
ascendant, which is in good aspect to the 
Japanese Emperor’s chart, they will very 
likely make a strong bid for some trade- 
policy agreement with Japan, since that 
yation was so recently vanquisHed, and 
therefore might be counted on to under- 
stand their problems. This longer-than- 
expected, “war” has decimated China’s 
manpower, left fields untilled, sapped 
national morale. Food is desperately 
needed. Many of the people may die of 
hunger, cold and exposure this winter. 
Russia was generous with training, wea- 
pons and advice, but not with supplies 
for civilian needs. Before a move is made 
towards peace, however, a change in the 
present goverument could eventuate. It 
is possible that some of the present top 
officials may be assassinated. Scandals, 
deaths from mob violence, could also 
occur in the ranks of those now in power. 


ARGENTINA 


Juan Peron, for the forthcoming elec- 
tion. has transits cver his own natal chart, 
presaging the ceming events already 
shaping up in the affairs of his country: 
rioting, rebellio1, labor disputes. The 
lunation opposes his ri/lical moon. Mer- 
cury has been in opposition to his natal 
Neptune: the secret enemies who wished 
to have him removed. Neptune demoral- 
izes: destroys faith; unmasks designs 
for power. Un.ler these tricky aspects, 
there still could heve been a “plot behind 
the plot” that was so neatly exposed and 
dealt with at this writing (10/1/51).

The lunation, ascendant—Leo 6° 15’— 
is exactly on Peron’s Jupiter. He prob- 
ably will be re-elected. And no doubt he 
will immediately set about to restore his 
disappearing foreign commerce, invite and 
welcome foreign investors (Jupiter in the 
9th, trine Sun-Moon in 7° of Sagittarius) 
IF he can keep HIS fingers in their pie, 
start large national improvements, rec- 
lamation projects, etc. He could still have 
a great deal of trouble with the workers 
and the railroads, but with a firm grip 
on his power again—the typical dictator 
—he will not be lenient with any offend- 
ers, 


CHILE 


For the December lunation, the planet 
Saturn is located exactly on Chile’s fourth 
house cusp, ruling earthquakes, land- 
slides, ancient sites and temples. This 
quiet country, with its very ancient past, 
may suffer considerable loss from these 
disasters, but these disturbances may also 
bring to light some of the ancient, richly 
producing mines, long ago lost track of, 
and lead to the discovery of new ore 
bodies. The world-wide rearmament race 
demands exhaustless sources of metals 
and ores, and it appears that Chile may 
supply much of them. Heavy demands 
may also be made on her excellent supply 
of fertilizers, ' 

Coastal cities may be inundated by tidal 
waves. The planetary aspects for Decem- 
ber augur heavy rains as well. Rivers 
overflow the lowlands and floods spread 
through crucial industrial centers. The 
United States, it appear, may go to the 
aid of her Chilean neighbors this month, 


in a humanitarian effort to help restore . 


conditions somewhat to normal and to 
keep the trade lanes open. The one 
ameliorating condition that prevents the 
picture from becoming too depressing is 
that should these natural disasters occur, 
they will come during the South Ameri- 
can summer season, and spare the popu- 
lation the misery that accompanies freez- 
ing cold and winter storms. 


BRAZIL 


The placement of the lunation planets 
for Brazil are not too bad this month. 
She may have some strikes; there could 
be some political intriguing, but it seems 
to be all of a minor nature. Her dollar- 
income from products exported will be 
extremely gratifying. Some border in- 


cident could occur, having to do with 
disgruntled emigres. There could also be 
an air accident, but on the whole; it will 
be a month without too many tensions 
for Brazil, 


MEXICO CITY 


This beguiling city will no doubt enter- 
tain a great many tourists and travelers 
during December. Those fortunate Amer- 
icans who try to get away from the winter 
storms and cold of our northern cities 
at this time of the year are always seek- 
ing new settings to play in, and have 
heard how, more and more, Mexico is 
staging her enticements to intrigue them. 
The lunation chart for Mexico City this 
month has Venus-Neptune in the 5th 
house, a perfect planetary picture for a 
fiesta-style Christmas. A much publicized 
movie divorce of scandal could have a 
Mexican locale during this period; one 
of the prominent movie companies will 
very likely have a picture in production 
down there now, (Venus and Neptune 
rule films and picture-making.) Mercury, 
in the “foreign” sign of Sagittarius in- 
dicates that Mexico could sign some pact 
or trade agreement with this country. 
Because of the recognition of the Franco 
government by the United States, an 
amiable rapport has ensued recently be- 
tween Spain and Mexico. After all, Spain 
left a very deep signature on the Mexican 
civilization—besides the language. Span- 
ish commercial treaties may be negotiated. 
The Mexican government, with other 
South American countries, may make a 
concerted effort to invite displaced Euro- 
pean populations to begin life anew in 
the Western Hemisphere. 


More acheological ruins may be dis- 
covered at this time in one of the Mex- 
ican provinces, supplying still another 
key to her ancient past. New mines, new 
oil fields, may be found. Religion, per se, 
is being accepted again with better grace 
down there than during the immediate 
past. “There are no atheists anymore, 
science and the churches have seen to 
that; only the dilettanti are concerned 
and argue about dogma and creed.” The 
instinct of the human heart to probe the 
peace of being is a universal thirst, and 
the unquenched need for this slaking draft 
could sweep the world in a new kind of 
revolution. Only the subterranean con- 
flicts for power lead to intolerable evils. 
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SOUTH AMERICA 


Charts of the Northern countries of 
South America indicate earth disturb- 
ances over a very wide area. The Andean 
mountain range, paralleling the West 
coast of the continent, is in movement 
under the heavy opposition of Saturn 
and Jupiter. Few except the scientists 
realize the tremendous magnetic pull on 
the planet Earth that is exerted by the 
oppositions of ponderous planets. While 
they are in force, the very substance of 
the Earth is dislodged, and astrologers, 
reading the locations where these aspects 
are most powerful, look for serious dis- 
turbances in various places in South 
America during the coming months. 


December Lunation for the United States 


Coming to our own country now, the 
lunation falls in the 5th houSe, in Sagit- 
tarius, for December, where it was also 
located for the month of October. But a 
glance at the two figures reveal what a 
dispersal of force has occurred in the 
meantime. Sagittarius is on the cusp—a 
sign ruling sports. The 5th house also 
rules schools, the entertainment world 
generally, and investments, During this 
lunation, the public will be regaled with 
the affairs of the theatre, radio, television, 
athletes and athletics. And since the 5th 
house also rules childrem and young 
people, we may expect to see quite a new 
crop of young talent on the screen, air 
and television, as well as some new heroes 
in the world of sports. 

Also in connection with the 5th house, 
the Federal Government will be con- 
cerned with our young people, but for 
their own reasons, this month. Working 
with state and city law enforcement 
groups, it will be occupied in running 
down clues to gambling and corruption 
in amateur sports, in various parts of the 
nation. Large sums of money, despite 
this surveillance, will continue to be 
wagered and even more scandals seem 
likely in connection with college sports. 
All of this could lead to a serious study 
of our so-called institutions of higher 
learning, in an effort to evaluate educa- 
tional programs. 

The spread of the use and possession 
of narcotics among young people, espe- 
cially in the high schools, is reaching 
alarming proportions in some sections ‘of 
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the country, and will come in for much 
publicity. In the West, marijuana has 
been found growing almost under the 
noses of the authorities, 

Venus and Neptune, in the 4th, and 
Mars, on the cusp of the 4th, opposing 
Jupiter (legislation) in the 10th, indi- 
cates that the governmental agencies are 
hardpressed to discover just where the 
young people are getting all their drugs. 

With the watery planets Neptune and 
Venus conjunct in the 4th—the weather 
house—parts of the nation, during De- 
cember, will be gripped by terrific storms. 
Trattic will be interrupted, bridges washed 
out. In low-lying sections, rains may 
bring floods and deaths from drowning. 
Mars-Saturn conjunct in the 3rd and 
4th presage the gravity of the situation 
and its destructive effect on transporta- 
tion and property. 

The lunation’s Uranus is over the 
1776 U.S.A. Sun, and the ascendant for 
the month is conjoined the Mercury of 
that chart, indicating that some daring 
coup d’etat on the part of our Govern- 
ment puts this nation in the headlines 
the world over. It also appears that some 
aspects of religious freedom are assailed, 
and the matter could become a legislative 
issue. Mars opposing Jupiter on the mid- 
heaven, in aspect to the 10th, could augur 
some challenge to religious liberty,.The 
press may make an issue of it on the 
basis of infringement of the American 
Bill of Rights. 


Schools conducted by religious institu- 
tions, it appears, may also come in for 
some change in status as regards prop- 
erty ownership and taxation. Also, under 
this opposition of Saturn and Jupiter, 
some secret crime—possibly a sex murder 
in a college or university—may be un- 
covered. The grouping of planets in Libra 
this month are most sinister, Not only 
are the malefics in Libra, but also Venus 
and Neptune. A twisted religious demen- 
tia, that harbors crime as a penance—or 
betrayed ideals—could lead to an emo- 
tionally sensational death pact. 

Much of the legislation before: the 
senate at this time may fail of passage 
because of political disagreement between 
members who are doing their legislating 
with an eye to the political climate back 
home. 


The nation, brooding over possible gas- 
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oline curtailment because of the Iranian 
situation, could be heartened by the. dis- 
covery of new oil resources within our 
own borders, And rationing could very 
well be a possibility. We could have some 
sort of gasoline curtailment under this 
planetary setup. Gas for heating purposes 
may be limited in some communities, as 
well as in some industries. Labor and in- 
dustry will noisily debate the workers’ 
demands for another round of pay raises. 
With Mercury in the 6th house, there may 
also be loud agitation against the hiring 
of foreign labor along our southern bor- 
ders, when so many unemployed, within 
the country, are drawing unemployment 
insurance. 


The squares of Saturn, Mars, Jupiter 
and Uranus indicate that people in promi- 
nent places will be called away by death 
or otherwise. Land values come under 
scrutiny; building projects may be cur- 
tailed in some sections because of ma- 
terial shortages—especially items manu- 
factured from iron, copper, zinc, steel 
and aluminum. The collapse of below- 
specification construction, under the 
weight of winter storms, snows, and 
freezing weather, will doubtless develop 
into public scandals and be investigated 
by the Government. Large buildings in 
some of the big cities may be destroyed 
by fires. The Department of Agriculture 
seems to be under the aegis of change, 
according to the lunation’s planetary posi- 
tions. 


Uranus rising, but in the 12th house, 
indicates many of the people may become 
radical-minded and contentious, victims 
of the type of propaganda that seeks to 
create dissatisfactions out of everyday 
problems. If we could be sure that it was 
nothing more than makes a man “agin,” 
for instance, the many commercial Santa 
Clauses and phony exploitations that 
make this season a nightmare, and rob it 
of the true spirit of Christmas, then it 
might be something not to be too con- 
cerned about. However, I’m afraid this 
aspect goes a little deeper than that. 


With all the many really challenging 
things facing each one of us, during the 
lunation that takes us through Christmas, 
we should try, for our own sakes, to 
recapture the spirit it is meant to shed 
on each of us. 


“Not what we give, but what we share, 
For the gift without the giver is bare.”

change with regard to all matters con- 
nected with the second house, since the 
self-sacrificing, kindly and good-hearted 
sign of Pisces is there. Money and mone- 
tary values will lose much of their im- 
portance. 


Ten Years Hence 


Six planets will, simultaneously, be 
placed in the Sign of Aquarius in the year 
1962.

Dear Miss Starr: 

I have been interested in your depart- 
ment of the AMERICAN ASTROL- 
OGY MAGAZINE for a great many 
years and have often thought of writing 
you for help and advice.

ANSWER: With Virgo rising, Nep- 
tune’s rulership of your house of mar- 
riage (the seventh) would account for 
your experiences with the opposite sex, 
along the lines of love and marriage.

Since Saturn transited her third house 
Sun in Leo (1946) problems stemming 
from without, coupled with disturbing 
relationships with friends and acquain- 
tances, have presented themselves from 
time to time for solution, What, in your 
sound judgment, astrologically speaking, 
could be responsible for such trying con- 
ditions? Your unique delineation of the 
planets and their aspects relative to the 
birth dates in question will be most help- 
ful and greatly appreciated. 

A change in residence would be agree- 
able to both, providing this would be the 
perfect solution to the problem at this 
time. However, your answer will be the 
guiding star we seek. The writer prefers 
to move on her own volition rather than 
be moved when Uranus enters the good 
sign Leo in 1955.

ANSWER: The problems and tests 
you mention have coincided with Saturn's 
transit over your Sun in Leo, and Venus, 
North Node, Mercury, and progressed 
Mars in Virgo, also, this present year, 
a lunation conjunct Saturn on Septem- 
ber 30th fell on your progressed Sun in 
Libra. All these were testing Saturnian 
indications. Pluto in your sign also en- 
genders stressful incidents or happenings. 

Your progressed Moon in Cancer in 
harmonious sextile aspect to your Mer- 
cury shows thought of a change of resi- 
dence, which would be worthy of con- 
sideration, particularly as your progressed 
Sun in Libra has now passed the square 
to your Neptune in Cancer, natal and 
progressed. 

Your husband is under a progressed 
Iunation (or New Moon) in Taurus, con- 
junct his Jupiter. This means he is 
coming into a new era of his life—a more 
forward, objective, exiraverted one.

ANSWER: The planetary contacts be- 
tween these charts are as follows: 

The man’s Mercury falls on the wo- 
man’s Saturn in Gemini (a worrisome 
contact—too serious); her Moon falls 
near his Gemini: Sun (an excellent con- 
tact for marriage) ; his Neptune in Can- 
cer is on her Pluto near her Sun; her 
Mercury is near his Venus in Leo; her 
North Node is near his Jupiter in Pisces. 
The constructive contacts between these 
charts are such as to overbalance or 
counteract the heavier or more stressful 
ones. This marriage should be successful, 
provided of course both work to make 
it so. The seriousness of the Mercury- 
Saturn contact is largely counteracted 
by the lightening effect of Mercury-

A foster mother writes: “Melinda has 
proven from the first to be such a joy to 
us that I have often wished others could 
benefit by our experience. The child seems 
to have had such a profound influence 
upon our lives, and seems to have brought 
about changes which now appear to be so 
much to the good that we are very anxious 
to have her birth chart analyzed. 

“Within a few months following her 
birth my husband and I separated. This 
was before we had received final adoption 
papers. We had never been overly happy 
together although we love each other 
deeply and the cause of the separation 
went back some distance. 

“IT know many couples stay married for 
the sake of their children but we had 
every opportunity to give up the child and 
go our own separate ways, or to keep her 
and still get a divorce. However neither 
of us could give up the baby either to the 
other or to another family. S6, although 
it was the hardest thing I ever have had 
to do, we went back together again and 
determined to stick it out for the sake of 
our baby. Now, over a year later, we are 
happier together and as a family then one 
will find almost any place. We know, had 
it not been for the influence of this child 
we would nlot be together today. Although 
Melinda was denied us by natural birth, 
we are anticipating the birth of a little 
brother or sister for her in the fall. Was 
there not some divine plan that brought 
this first child to us to show us how to 
find the happiness we now have deep 
within each of us?” | 


As we study the charts of the three 
people, the foster mother, father and little 
child that brought them together, we see 
such a close resemblance between them 
that we cannot help but be reminded of 
Emerson’s words: 

“The person love does to us fit, 
Like manna, has the taste of all in it.” 

Certainly these three charts explain 
more clearly how destiny is governed than 


‘ great volumns on the subject could do. 


Astrology is about the only study that is 
able to define the laws of nature through 
the symbols in accounting for the attrac- 
tion of both evil and good as the case may 
be. But all nature lends itself to life, 
growth and death with accent on growth 
in the complete cycle of evolution. Con- 
sequently, as the mother wanted to know 
if there was not some divine law that 
brought them together, we will try to 
answer her. 

Astrologers who understand the Su- 
preme Force as expressed through the 
Quadruplicites of the Cardinal, Fixed and 
Mutable signs and the Form this Force 
takes in the Triplicities of Fire, Earth, 
Air, and Water will appreciate the com- 
bination as shown in these charts. 


The foster parents who have birthdays 
the same year and in the month of 
Gemini, the Airy-Mutable sign, were 
drawn together because they both have 
the Sun and Venus conjunction. Even 
one party having this configuration is 
conductive of a strong attraction between 
man and woman but here we find both 
parties under this lovely influence. At the 
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time of their births their Ascending and 
Descending signs were the same but re- 
versed, for the woman has Gemini rising 
while the man has Fiery-Mutable Sagit- 
tarius. They both have Jupiter, ruler of 
Sagittarius, in the sign of Capricorn. 
Jupiter rules the Descendant for the wo- 
man and the Ascendant for the man while 
there is a favorable aspect to Murcury in 
Taurus, ruler of Gemini. Astrologers have 
found that when the ruler of the As- 
cendent and Descendant are in good as- 
pect there is a blending between the per- 
sonality, or self, and partner, or not-self, 
that is very strong and pleasing. Again, 
the Sun, representing the individuality or 
inner nature, is found in the Ascending 
sign for the woman and descending sign 
for the man. Configurations of this type 
can be readily understood as a close link 
in life’s pattern. They could not get a 
divorce because they needed each other 
and at last found true expression in the 
child. 
Melinda's Chart 

Here we see something of the same 
pattern, for Melinda has Sagittarius rising 
and Gemini descending. Jupiter, ruler of 
the ascendant, is in the sign of Capricorn. 
This little Aquarian child is exactly the 
type of child necssary to make the foster 
parents contented and happy for the 
Aquarius Fixed-Air sign blends nicely 
with the Mutable-Air sign of Gemini, con- 
sequently the restlessness of the Gemini 
nature is controlled through the Fixed 
Triplicity in the same intuitional (Air) 
bracket. Yes, there is a beautiful under- 
standing between them. To help this com- 
bination along, the ru'e: of ‘Aquarius, 
Uranus, is in Gemini in the child’s chart 
and in a favorable aspect to her Sun. Did 
this ruler attract the parents through the 
conjunction to their Sun and Venus? It 
is possible, for as it attracts friends, lovers 
and sweethearts, why not a child?

The Foster father has Saturn and the 
Moon in the sign of Scorpio which causes 
him to be reserved and often misunder- 
stood, but with the child there is a kinship 
since her Saturn and his Moon are in 
good aspect as it is also with her Mars. 
Yet, her Mercury is square his Saturn 
causing her to feel frustrated because she 
does not know whether he understands 
her or not, while he is apt to have the im- 
pression that it would do no good to ex- 
plain things to her as she would not 
understand anyway. Consequently they 
tease, then get angry. Melinda’s Mars in 
the watery sign of Pisces and opposite 
Saturn causes her to feel frustrated.
